The  circumstances  of  ag- 
gravation which  sometimes  induce  tbe  inflic- 
tion of  capital  punishment,  in  cases  of  lar- 
ceny under  the  authority  of  particular  statutes, 
are  usually  such  as  are  perfectty  collateral  to 
the  ground  of  aggravation  immediately  con- 
templated by  the  statutes  themselves,  and 
might  be  equally  applicable  in  cases  of  other 
larceny,  in  respect  of  which  the  extraordi- 
nary precaution  does  not  apply.  With  respect 
to  the  influence  of  terror  and  example  in  pre- 
venting the  Qommission  of  offences,  the  mere 
existence  of  an  enactment  in  the  statute 
book,  never  carried  into  execution  but  under 
very  extraordinary  circumstances,  is  not 
likely  to  have  much  effect  in  preventing  the 
conunission  of  such  crimes  as  are  not  dis- 
tinguished from  others  not  subject  to  the 
same  consequence  ;  as  it  is  not  the  enactment 
of  a  law,  but  the  probability  of  its  execution 
which  can  be  justly  calculated  upon,  as 
having  any  impression  on  the  conduct  of 
those  who  may  be  tempted  to  commit  the 
offence  intended  to  be  guarded  against. 
Some  attempts  to  repeal  this  and  other  sta- 
tutable provisions  fbr  making  larceny  In  par- 
ticular cases  a  capital  offence,  have  of  late 
been  the  subject  of  considerable  discussion.

WHEREAS  various  statutes  now  in  force  in  that  part  of  the  United 
Kingdoni  called  Englandj  relative  to  larceny  and  other  offences  of 
stealing,  and  to  burglary  robbery  and  threats  for  the  purpose  of  robbery  or 
of  extortion,  and  to  embezzlement,  false  pretences,  and  the  receipt  of  stolen 
property,  are  by  an  Act  of  the  present  session  of  Parliament  repealed  from 
add  after  the  last  day  of  June  in  the  present  year,  except  as  to  offences 
committed  before  or  upon  that  day;  and  it  is  expedient  that  the  provisions 
contained  in  those  various  statutes  should  be  amended  and  consolidated 
into  this  Act,  to  take  effect  at  the  same  time  as  the  said  repealing  Act : 
Be  it  therefore  enacted,  by  the  King's  most  excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons 
in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  this  Act  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  oi  July  in  the  present  year. 
IL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  distinction  between  grand  larceny  and 
petty  larceny  shall  be  abolished,  and  every  larceny,  whatever  be  the  value 
of  the  property  stolen,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  of  the  same  nature,  and  shall 
be  subject  to  the  same  incidents  in  all  respects  as  grand  larceny  was  bcs 
fore  the  commencement  of  this  Act;  and  every  court,  whose  power  as  to

And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  person  convicted  of  simple  larceny 
or  of  any  felony  hereby  made  punishable  like  simple  larceny,  shall  (except 
in  the  cases  herein-after  otherwise  provided  fur)  be  liable,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  court,  to  be  transported  beyond  the  seas  for  the  term  of  seven  years, 
or  to  be  imprisoned  for  any  term  not  exceeding  two  years,  and,  if  a  male, 
to  be  once  twice  or  thrice  publicly  or  privately  whipped  (if  the  court  shall 
so  think  fit)}  in  addition  to  such  imprisonment.

That  bll  persons  who  knowingly  and  designedly,  by  false  pre- 
tence or  pretences,  should  obtain  from  any  person  or  persons,  money, 
goods,  wares  or  merchandizes,  with  intent  to  cheat  or  aefinaud  any  per^ 
son  or  persons  of  the  same,  or  should  knowingly  send  or  deliver  any 
letter  or  writing  with  or  without  a  name  or  names  subscribed  thereto,  or 
ugned  with  a  fictitious  name  or  names,  letter  or  letters,  threatening  to 
accuse  any  person  of  any  crime  punishable  by  law  with  death,  traospor* 
tation,  pillory,  or  any  other  in&mous  punishment,  with  a  view  or  intent  to 
extort  or  gain  money,  goods,  wares  or  merchandixes  from  the  person  or 
persons  so  threatened  to  be  accused ;  should  be  deemed  offenders  against 
law  and  the  public  peace;  and  the  Court  before  whom  such  offender  or 
offenders  ^ould  be  tried,  should  in  case  he,  she  or  th^  diould  be  .con-

FORGERY*. 


*  The  following  general,  view  of  the  construction  and  operation  of  the  several  modern 
statutes  respecting  forgery  is  principally  abridged  from  East's  Pleas  of  the  Crown,  ch.  19. 
The  points  arising  upon  particuliu'  statqtes  included  in  the  collectipn  will  also  be  noted  in 
tfie  proper  places  to- which  they  respectively  belong. 
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la  ditcnssing  tbe  queation,  How  far  the  viridity  in  law  of  the  thing  forged,  soppofing  it 
■was  trae, is  essenlialto  forgery?  Sir  E.  H.  East  (referring  to  Hawkins,  ch.  70,  %7,)  observes, 
that  it  is  said  to  be  no  way  material,  whether  a  forged  instrument  be  made  in  snch  a  man* 
ner  as,  if  it  were  tme,  it  would  b«  of  any  Talidity,  or  not;  and  adds,  that  he  conceives  this 
mast  be  nnderstood,  when  the  false  instrument  carries  on  the  face  of  it  the  semblance  of 
that  ibr  which  it  is  counterfeited,  and  is  not  illegal  in  its  very  frame ;  and  proceeds  to  notice 
die  case  of  Deakinn,  1  Sid.  14S.  for  forging  a  protection  in  the  name  of  one  as  beinff  M.  P. 
who  was  not  so;  of  Jai^het  Crooke,  S  Str.  901.  FitBg..57,  861.  (indicted  upon  5  EBs.)  for 
fofging  a  conveyance  of  lands  by  a  false  description,  and  snfiicient,  if  genuine,  to  pass  such 
lands;  and  of  Coogan,  %  Leach.  Ca.  S06.  and  Ball,  MSS.,  and  of  Murphy  and  Stirling,  there-  ' 
is  dted,  for  forging  the  wills  of  persons  not  dead.  The  same  observation  applies  to  forging 
the  names  of  fictitious  persons,  §  4S. 

It  is  sufficient  to  constitute  a  forgery,  if  there  be  snch  a  degree  of  similitude  as  will  Im- 
pose upon  persons  not  having  pArticular  experience  in  such  matters ;  as  where  a  person  from 
the  bank  said  that  he  could  not  have  been  imposed  upon  by  the  counterfeit ;  but  it  appeared 
that  others  had  been  deceived,  though  tlie  counterfeits  were  very  ill  executed ;  R.  u.  Hood, 
before  Le  Blanc  J.,  East,  1802.  So  where  the  forged  bank  note  had  no  watemiaric ;  EUiof  a 
case,  1777.  Leach,  Ca.  90,  (East,  4  44).  But  query,  Whether  there  is  any  case  where  the 
iBcre  unskHfnlness  of  the  execution,  however  great,  will  excuse  a  fori^ery,  complete  as'  to 
the  terms  and  language  of  the  instrument,  and  committed  with  a  felonious  intent?  If  the 
instmrnent  forged  is  not  in  Its  terms  snch  as  the  indictment  charges  it  to  be,  the  case  is  not 
supported ;  as  where  an  instrument,  stated  in  the  indictment  as  purporting  to  be  a  bank 
note,  was  a  promise  to  pay  for  9e\f  and  company  of  mv  bank  ta  England ;  Jones's  case,  Leach, 
Ca.  103»  Done.  502,  But  a  mistake  in  traminff  the  iBStrnment  itself  will  not  excuse,  aa 
where  a  forged  will  commenced  <'  I  Peter  Perry ,*^  and  was  signed  John  Perry ;  Fitzgerald's 
case.  Leach,  Ca.  9. 

Forgery  of  a  will,  purporting  to  be  a  devise  of  land,  attested  only  by  two  witnesses,  not 
sufficient,  without  its  appearing  that  there  was  only  a  chattel  interest ;  Watt's  case,  1800; 
So  of  a  bill  of  exchange  for  less  than  5i.,  not  attested  by  a  subscribing  witness,  or  having 
tbe  other  requisites  of  17  Geo.  III.  c.  30.  (See  ante  Pt.  III.  CI.  IV.  No.  3.)  Secus  as  to 
the  want  of  a  stamp ;  Hawkeswood's  case.  Leach,  Ca.  129 ;  Martin's  case,  MSS.  Jud. ;  or 
as  to  a  collateral  objection,  as  when  an  order  for  payment  of  priie-money  bore  date  when 
the  seaman  was  within  seven  miles  of  the  port  of  discharge,  and  would  therefore  be  void  by 
32  Geo.  in.  ch.  34,  ^  2 ;  Mc.  Intosh's  case,  1800,  MSS.  Jud.  (S  45)- 

With  respect  to  the  name  in  which  the  forgery  is  committea,  it  is  now  settled  that  the  use 
of  a  fictidoua  name  is  a  forcery,  as  well  as  Uie  assumption  of  the  name  of  an  existing  per- 
son. This  was  determined  m  the  case  of  Aaron  Lewis,  O.  B.  1754,  for  forging  a  deed  pur- 
porting to  be  a  warrant  of  attorney  from  Elizabeth  Tough,  Admimiiratrix  of  R.  ToijigA,  de- 
ceased, to  receive  prize-money ;  there  being  no  such  person  as  Elizabeth  Tough  In  existence ; 
Foster,  C.  L.  116.  So  In  the  case  of  Bolland,  (1772)  who,  having  indorsed  a  real  note  in 
his  ovm  name,  was  told  by  Jessett,  tiie  person  employed  to  negotiate  it,  that  he  should  not 
be  able  to  indorse  it  vrith  his  (Bolland's)  name.  [BoUand  was  a  well-known  character  as  a 
sherUTa  officer.!  Upon  which  he  said  he  would  take  his  name  off,  and  another  i>erson  began 
erasing  It,  and  the  name  being  erased  except  tbe  letter  B,  the  prisoner  said— '<  Don't 
sormtch  it  all  out :  it  may  disfigure  or  cancel  the  note.  I  will  think  of  some  other  name  that 
begins,  with  a  B."  And  immediately  made  the  name  Banks,  and  directed  JeMteit  to  sw  that 
Banks  kept  a  public-house  in  Rathbone-place.  So  in  Lackett's  case,  1772,  Leach,  Ca.  53. 
where  the  prisoner  gave  a  draft  on  a  banking  house  in  a  fictitious  name.  It  is  atoo  agreed 
to  be  immaterial  whether  the  prisoner  gained  anv  additional  credit  by  using  the  false  name ; 
as  where  a  person  offered  to  oiscount  a  bill  whi<m  had  been  stolen,  and  tbe  clerk  offered  to 
discount  it  if  the  prisoner  would  indorse  it,  that  being  the  invariable  rule  of  the  house,  and 
the  prisoner  indorsed  a  fictitious  name— all  the  judges  were  of  opinion  that  the  case  amonnU 
ed  to  forgery ;  for  thonrii  the  fictitious  signature  was  not  necessary  to  the  obtaming  of  the 
nenej,  and  the  intent  m  writing  the  false  name  was  only  to  conceal  through  whose  hands 
the  biU  had  passed,  yet  it  was  a  fraud  both  on  the  owner  and  the  person  discounting;  as 
the  one  lost  the  chance  of  tracing  i^  and  tbe  other  the  benefit  of  a  real  indorser ;  Taft's 
case.  Leach,  Ca.  88 ;  E.  P.  C.  ch.  19,  §  46.  .  , 

So  where  a  person  who,  by  some  means  which  did  not  appear,  had  obtained  a  bill  indorsed 
m  blank,  prevailed  on  the  tu-awee  to  pay  it,  upon  being  allowed  discount,  a  fow  days  before 
It  became  due,  and  indorsed  a  receipt  in  a  fictitions  name ;  although  it  was  objected  that 
the  rec^pt  was  nnuecessary,  the  possession  of  the  bill  beinc  a  sufficient  discharge  to  the 
piyer,  wUch  was  not  strengidiened  by  the  words  written  by  the  prisoner ;  and  consequently 
the  act  of  the  prisoner  was  of  no  effect ;  Taylor's  case,  Leach,  Ca.  106 ;  E.  P.  C.  ch.  19. 
S  ^*  Aad  in  Shepherd's  case,  1781,  the  prisoner>as  convicted  of  fomiy,  in  drawing,  in 
a  fictitiova  name,  upon  a  bank  which  had  no  account  with  any  person  or  the  name  assumed ; 
Leach.  Ca.  113 :  E.  P.  C.  ch.  19,  ^  50. 

In  the  caae  or  Eliz.  Dunn,  1765.  the  prisoner  callinc  herself  Mary  Wallace,  and  pretend- 
ing to  be  the  widow  of  John  Wallace,  a  seaman,  deceased,  applied  to  Harper,  (a  prize 
ageot)  to  advance  her  money  to  pay  the  fees  of  her  hushand's  will.    She  returned  with  a 
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pr^lMte,  ami  prodneed  a  certificate  Chat  tke  was  the  Mary  Wallace  naa^d  in  the  will,  va<l 
put  her  nuirk  to  a  proraissory  note  for  the  money  lent,  directiiig  the  prosecutor  to  write  time 
name    Mary  Wallace.    Jiidf^ment  was  respited  on  a  doubt  wliether,  as  the  note,  though 
made  by  the  prisoner  in  an  assumed  name,  was  her  own  note,  made  and  offered  as  her  own, 
and  not  as  the  note  of  another  In  contradistinction  to  herself,  the  olience  amounted  to  a  for- 
gery ;  which  nine  judges,  dtssentiente  Aston,  (two  being  absent)  held  that  it  did ;  I^ada, 
Ca.  sat ;  East,  ^49.  In  the  opinion  of  the  judges,  assUted  in  Leach,  it  seems  to  be  assumed » 
(centrary  to  the  express  detennination  in  subsequent  cases)  that  a  person  borrowing  money 
apon  his  own  note,  and  merely  assuminjir  a  fictitious  name  without  any  relation  to  a  different 
person,  is  not  guilty  of  forgery ;  ^«  for  (it  is  said)  there  the  whole  credit  is  given  to  the  P>»ty 
himself:  the  latter  acceptetl  the  security  of  that  person  only  ;  he  has  no  other  remedy  ia 
view  but  merely  against  the  man  he  is  dealing  with,  and  the  security  itself  Is  really  ami 
truly  the  instrument  of  the  party  whose  act  it  purports  to  be,  however  snbsrribed  by  a  fic- 
titious name  c  he  has  therefore  a  remedy  upon  it  against  the  person  on  whose  credit  he  took 
it,  and  consequently  is  not  substantially  defrauded."    The  case,  as  warranting  a  conviction, 
is  put  upon  the  footing  of  the  prisoner  assuming  the  character  of  executrix  of  Wallace,  a 
real  person,  actually  entitled  to  wages.    The  judges  also  referred  to  the  authority  of  tlie 
above-mentioned  case  of  Aaron  Lewis,  where  there  bad  been  such  a  person  as  Richard  Tongh, 
who  was  really  entitled  to  the  priae-money  which  it  was  the  oljiect  of  the  forgeiy  to  obtain^ 
Sir  E^  H.  East,  in  referring  to  the  case  upon  fhe  authority  of  MS.  (being  the  notes  of  Mr. 
Justice  Yates,  interieaved  in  the  summary  of  Hale's  Pleas  of  the  Crown),  aUtes  the  tbllow- 
ing  principles  as  laid  down  in  the  case : — 1st.  That  If  a  person  give  a  note  or  other  teenrity 
as  his  own  note  or  security,  and  the  credit  thereupon  be  personal  to  himself,  without  any  re- 
lation to  another,  his  signing  sucb  a  note  with  a  fictitious  name  may  indeed  be  a  cheat,  hnt 
will  not  amount  to  a  forgery ;  for  in  that  case  it  is  really  the  instrument  of  the  partv  whose 
acts  it  purports  to  be,  and  the  creditor  had  no  other  security  in  view.    But  2d.  If  a  note 
had  been  ffiven  in  the  nanre  of  anotiier  person  either  really  existing  or  represented  so  to  foe, 
and  in  that  light  to  obtain  a  superior  credit,  or  induce  a  trust  wludi  would  not  have  been 
given  to  the  party  himself,  it  is  then  a  false  instrument,  and  punishable  as  forgery.    3d. 
That  the  law  would  be  the  same,  though  the  note  or  security  was  thus  falsely  subscnbed  in 
the  presence  of  him  who  lent  his  money  upon  it,  if  the  hnpostor  and  the  party  whose  name 
is  made  use  of  were  both  strangers  to  him ;  for  then  he  would  not  know  that  such  impoalor 
wns  not  really  the  person  whose  name  he  assumed,  and  therefore  he  would  he  nquaf^  de- 
ceived.   Sir  £.  H.  East,  having  cited  this  passage,  says— ^*  How  far  the  first  propo^iun 


Donn ;  the  real  question  in  that  case  home,  Whether  the  sign'mg  ant 
by  the  prisoner,  not  her  own,  in  the  preseaoe  of  the  person  intended  to  be  detnunledi  was 
to  ht  deemed  forgery,  when  the  false  c»ame  was  naetf  with  refferenoe  to  4he  real  name  of  a 


deceased  fierson,  who  had  an  actual  right  to  certain  property.  In  respect  of  which  thefiraiid 
was  intended  to  be  oemmittcd  ?  Anre  having  at  that  time  been  no  decision  that  the  mere 
Bignalure  of  aiktitioos  Jiame  to  a  given  instrtimeot,  without  more,  wassuflkaent^censti- 
fntelhateffisnce;  and  the  object  of  the  oheervntim  was  to  distn^^h  the  pnrlicnhHr  cone 
in  which  the  name  falsely  assiuned  had  relntien  to  a  really  enlathig  ohaBacter  from  that  nf 
the  same  fictions  ai^atnne,  uiMCconiparnied  -by  apeeinl  oiiii  nmiUmnres.  The  general  pro- 
posJtien,  that  the  use  of  a  mero  ficdtious  name  was  in  ttself  anfiioient  to  canstitutie  fengerji, 
Wns^h-st  estahUslied  m  fi«ilaiid*s  case,  before  which  time  it  woaid  certainly  Imve  nflmiHtf  id 
lyf  very  etrious  doubt;  and  the  tNmtrary,  as  ahvady  wbsctved,  is  takenfar  atnnded  in  the

case  last  eaamined^  But  after  the  oflier  mitheitMes,  kry  which  it  is  tMUspietirty  aettksd  that 
such -a  case  Was  within  the  acts  respecting  forgery,  it  'wonM  have  keen  quite  auflloient  to 
kave  'rt»wn  tbaft  the  prisoner^  with  a  fiwudalent  inteiit,  signed  «  prumissety  note  in  the  -name 
wf  Maiy  WaHace ;  end  <t  would  ba<vebeen  pelfeoliiy  -nnnecgssary  to  t«eaert  to  thendditiOMl 
«kci*nstance  nf  the  fi«andutant(olNeothekigae<oblam  eredit  in  respedtnf meaty  emtnaHy  dne 
t6  the  deceased,  #ohn  WaMnee,  at  whom  Mary  was  hkael^  ettadged  to  be^heTeprdsanaalive. 

(A  ipenum  may  'be  gaiky  lof  Misery  in  signing  bis  own  name,  by  assnuMkig  ta  be  « thtfeMtit 
person  of  the  same  name ;  w  when  a  bill  of  exchaMige,  fiayahle  to  J.'S.tMnea&nlo  the  bands 
iof  a^ierMn  bearingtbat  name,  who,  knowing  <hat  he  is  not  the  4Mttaon  tnteiMled an  ipn^e, 
indones  i%.  ^  in  anv <6lh0r ^oaae,  where  the  instmment  importsAo  (be tthat «f  a  pandimlnr 
4ndiWdaal,  dtf^Bvent  from  «lhe  ^lerson  by  whom  at  is  anbacribed.

ghfe  »B8e,>akliqngh  satipoited  by  <he tafchest n<thdiity,<ia>  aliingw  i%ni«wd<iD«te  iPtwit 
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iipoa  ^erf  qiMitlonaMe  principles.  As  to  the  last  ground  stated,  ef  a  false  repres^tstion 
in  passing  the  note,  it  is  clear  ^at,  unless  the  instniment  was  k  forgery  in  Its  uioeptloo,  it 
oenlil  not  be  made  so  by  snbseqlient  representation;  anil  in  Hevey's  case«  E.  P,.C.  ch.l9, 
%b\  Leach,  case  115,  when  an  instimnent  was  in  the  name  of  M'Gsrty,  and  it  was  found  hf 
the  jnry  to  have  6een  made  by  a  person  of  that  name,  the  lalse  representation  of  the  pri- 
aoaer,  that  he  was  the  person  so  named,  was  ruled  not  to  support  an  indictment  for  forgery. 
It  sai«ly  cannot  be  said  that  drawing  a  bill  upon  a  house  with  which  the  drawer  has  no 
account,  or  making  a  note  payable  ut  a  house  where  he  has  no  effects,  can  be  considered  a 
forgery ;  and  the  only  remaining  question  is,  whether  dating  it  at  a  place  different  from  the 
rcMdenee  of  the  person  signing  is  sufl^jMit  to  make  it  such.  In  a' case  at  Lancaster,  abont 
the  year  1807,  before  Chambre  J.  where  a  bill  by  the  prisoner,  D.  Walker)  who  was  a  pan* 
per  at  Manchester),  was  dated  Liverpool,  signed  D.  Walker  and  Co.  ami  ihrawn  on  0e» 
vaynes  and  Co.  London,  it  appeared  that  similar  bills  had  been  before  drawn  in  the  same 
manner,  and  being  provided  for  before  due,  had  been  regularly  paid,  althoagh  the  drawer 
was  unknown  to  the  house,  the  above  case  was  cited  as  an  authority ;  but  theleamed  judge 
ruled  that  the  evidence  was  not  sufficient  to  go  to  the  jury. 

In  the  caae  of  Aickles,  1787,  Leach,  Ca;  tOS ;  E:  P.  C.  ch.  19.  V^>  the  prisoner  had  taken 
a  house  In  the  name  of  Mason,  in  which  name  he  drew  the  Inli  alled^d  to  be  forged,  and 
the  jury  expressly  found  that  he  assumed  the  name  for  the  purpose  ot  committing  tiie  par- 
ticular fraud,  there  was  a  difference  of  opinion  amongst  the  judges ;  and,  by  mistake.  Mr. 
J.  Ashurst  gave  judgment  at  the  O.  B.  that  it  was  not  a  forgery ;  conceiving  that  it  had  been 
•o  derided.  But  it  may  be  difficult  to  admit  that  the  case  involved  any  real  ground  of 
doubt,  when  the  specific  fraudulent  Intention  was  expressly  found,  and  the  taking  the 
house  was  only  a  part  of  the  machinery  of  the  fraud.  It  was  observed  by  OoukI  J.-«**^  that 
he  made  the  note  in  the  name  of  another,  9%  if  his  own,  and  clearly  with  intent  to  defrand. 
Whether  there  existed  a  person  of  Hiat  name  or  not  was  im^^aterial :  the  feloi^  consisted  in 
the  intent  to  defraud  ifml^,  the  falsity.  One  might  assume  a  feipfned  name,  and  make  a 
draft  in  it,  and  yet  iimocently,  as  if  he  concealed  himself  to  avoid  arrest,  and  appointed 
his  friend  on  whom  he  drew,  to  pay  his  bills ;  or,  giving  notes,  took  care  to  pay  them  vrfaen 
due  ;  but  the  prisoner  having  no  such  intention,  but,  on  the  contrary,  to  defraud  the  party 
by  making  the  note  under  such  disguised  name,  by  which,  after  he  left  the  place  of  eonoeai- 
ment,  he  could  not  be  traced,  the  case  amounted  to  forgery."  Sir  E.  n.  East  comments 
upon  this  case  at  length,  and  says,  that  he  cannot  help  suspecting  that  much  of  the  diAenlty 
in  those  cases  arises  from  mistiming  matters  of  fact  for  matters  of  law,  and  confounding  the 
two  together.  And  this  seems  to  be  the  tme  view  of  the  case ;  for  if  the  use  of  the  amum- 
ed  name  is  intended  to  commit  a  fraud  in  the  particular  instance,  there  is  no  reason  for  qet 
treating  it  as  a  forgery,  although  that  may  only  be  part  of  a  more  generalvystem  of  fronid, 
whidi  such  assumption  is  intended  to  carry  into  effect.  In  the  case  of  Hadneld,  at  Carlisle, 
1803,  the  prisoner  had  appeared  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  LakiM  in  Cumberland,  pre* 
tencfing  to  be  the  Hon.  Afexander  Augustus  Hope,  brother  of  the  Earlof  Hopetoan,.ana  in 
that  name  induced  a  young  woman  to  marry  him,  and  imposed  upon  several  persons  in  the 
neighbourhood.  During  his  residence  he  drew  the  bill  in  question,  upon  a  gentleman  to  whom 
he  was  known  by  that  name,  which  probably  would  have  been  paid,  if  the  grand  deception 
had  not  in  the  mean  time  been  dif  covered.  For  this  forgery  he  was  convictea  and  executed ; 
hut  a  material  ingredient  in  the  case  was  his  assnmmg  the  name  and  oharaoter  of  a  veally 
existhig  person. 

The  mdictment  must  set  out  the  forged  iuetmment  in  words  and  figures  ;  and  it  la  net 
•ofllicient  to  state  tlie  pnrport  of  it ;  Mason's  case,  E.  P.  C.  ch.  19.  ^55.  It  is  sufficient  to 
charge  the  prisoner  with  forging  a  ^en  instrument,  mt /Mourn;  setting  out  the  tenor  }  R.  «• 
PoweH.  t  Bl.  Rep.  787 ;  and  this  is  now  the  constant  form  of  the  indictments  preferred  on 
the  part  of  the  Bank  of  England.  But  the  setting  ont  the  act  foreed  is  not  in  all  cases  snffi* 
dent,  as  it  may'be  necessary  to  shew,  by  relation  to  some  other  subject,  that  the  forgery  isetf 
one  of  the  instruments  mentioned  in  the  statutes.  In  Hunter's  case,  £.P.C,  oh.  19.  436;  Leaeh, 
Ca.  t7S.  the  indictment  stated  that  the  prisoner,  being  in  possession  of  a  navy  nill,  (which 
was  set  forth)  forged  a  receipt -as  foHowv,  vis.  "  Wm.  Tliornton ;"  which  was  holden  to  be 
not  sufficient ;  though  the  name,  coupled  with  the  navy  bill,  might  together  form  a  receipt : 
bat  then  H  ought  to  be  so  stated,  as  in  a  case  referred  to  in  C.  C.  C.  wherein  it  wns  slated 


that  the  prisoner,  H.  P.  having  in  his  custody  a  certain  warrant  (partieularly  mentioned)  for 
payment  of  82.  to  W.  D.  on  the  back  of  which  warrant  W.  D.  bad  signed  his  name,  whuk 
mid  warrmii,  together  with  the  »md  indantmeni,  did  jmrfori  to  he  a  reeeipt  mder  the  hand  ^ 
thetmdW.D.Mtheemdnm^  81.,  tlte  said  H.  P.  did  feloniously  alter, ice.  In  Tmtiek's 
CISC,  £.  P.  C.  ch.  19.  ^  36.  the  indictment  charged  the  forging  a  receipt  for  mon^,  at  /si- 
Um:  *^  Received  the  contents  above,  by  me,  S.  W."  which  was  held  suffidient,  withont 
letting  out  the  account  to  which  the  receipt  was  subjoined. 

Where  the  indictment  contained  the  word  reeeiioed  instead  of  rresvd.  in  the  Inslrament 
prodaced,  the  variation  was  held  to  be  not  material,  as  It  did  not  change  the  word.  The 
qnetfCion  was  said  to  be  as  to  the  word ;  not  the  letter;  unless  by  addition,  omisolsn,  or 
alteration  it  becomes  another  word.  Hart's  case,  BI8.  Crown  Cas.  Kes.  S7;  E.  P.  C.  eh.  if. 
S  54 ;  Leach,  Ca.  78. 
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Ad  indictment  for  forging  ah  instmownt  is  supported  by  proving  4A  alteration  In  any 
material  part,  as  by  changing  a  figure,  or  altering  the  sum  in  letters ;  l>awsen*8  case,  3  Gfo. 
I. ;  1  Str.  19.;  Teague's  case,  1808 ;  £.  P.  C.  ch.  19.  4  55.  'But  it  is  more  usual,  at  least 
inr  one  count,  to  lay  the  forgery  as  an  alteration,  specifying  the  particulars. 

An  indictment  may  charge  the  prisoner  with  forging  a  writmg,  purpoAing  to  be  an  tn- 
atrmnent  of  a  particuUr  kind ;  Beech  and  Martin's  case,  8  BL  Rep.  790  :  but  if. the  writing 
upon  the  face  of  it  is  not  sueh  as  (be  indictment  states  the  purport  to  be,  the  indictment 
cannot  be  sustained ;  as  where  the  indictment  was  for  forging  a  bill  purporting  to  be  direct- 
ed to  one  John  King  by  the  name  of  Ring,  and  the  name  Rutg  only  appeared  in  the  bill, 
atthongh  King  was  the  person  interested ;  Reading's  case,  £.  P.  C.  ch.  19.  §  56.  Leach,  Ca» 
264. 

So  when  the  charge  was  for  forging  an  order,  purporting  to  be  directed  to  O.  Lord  Kln- 
nalrd,  Wm.  Morland,  &c.  by  the  description  of  Messrs.  Ransom,  Morland  and  Hammersley, 
and  the  tenor  set  out  was  of  a  bill  directed  to  R.  M.  and  H.  the  judgment  was  arrested,  be- 
cause the  word  purport  imports  what  appears  on  the  face  of  the  instrument :  i"^  means  the 
apparent,  and  not  the  legal  import ;  GiUchrist*s  case.  East,  ubi  supri ;  Leach,  Ca.  880. 
(In  fact  Lord  K.  and  the  other  persons  mentioned  were  bankers,  under  tlie  firm  of  R.  M. 
and  H.)  So  Bdsall's  case.  East,  Ibid,  where  the  purport  of  a  forgeid  bill  was  in  like  manner 
stated,  with  the  actual  names  of  tlie  drawers,  and  not  with  the  name  of.  the  firm,  as  ap- 
pearing on  the  fhce  of  the  bill. 

The  Indictment  must  specify  the  nature  of  the  instrument  forged.  Where  an  indictment 
for  forging  an  obligation  in  a  certain  sum,  without  a  condition,  described  it  as  a  bond.mnd 
wriihif  Migaiory,  it  was  objected,  that  it  ought  to  have  been  called  a  writing  obligatory  ; 
haying  neither  a  defeasance  nor  penalty  annexed  to  it ;  and  tliat,  although  a  bond  was  a 
writing  obligatory,  yet  the  converse  did  not  hold.  The  judges  held  the  conviction  right; 
Dunnett's  case,  Elast,  §  58.  Itjs  stated  in  East,  as  an  interence  from  this  case,  that  a 
snperflnotts  description  does  not  appear  to  be  objectionable :  but  I  an^  by  no  means  satisfied 
that  the  term  bond  is  not  properly  applicable  to  an  obligation  without  a  condition,  although, 
for  the  sake  of  distinction,  it  is  more  usually  called  a  single  bill.    See  8  Bl.  Com.  340. 

An  indictment  may  be  maintained. on  the  8d.  Geo.  II.  stating  that  the  prisoner  did  feloni- 
cNisly  alter,  ,b^  forging  and  adding  a  cypher,  although  the  word  alter  is  not  in  that  statute ; 
the  words  bemg  '*  shall  falsely  make,  rorge  and  counterfeit :"  but  the  indictment  was  ad- 
mitted to  be  rather  informal ;  Elsworth's  case,  E.  P.  C.  ibid. 

The  indictment  must  alledge  an  intent  to  defraud  some  person  or  persons,  or,  by  18  Geo. 
III.  c.  18.  some  corporation ;  but  it  need  not  appear  how  the  Act  was  to  operate  in  fraud  of 
anch  person  or  corporation,  although  they  mav  not  be  mentioned  in  the  writing  forged ;  that 
being  matter  of  evidence ;  PoweU*s  case,  £.  P.  C,  ch.  19^  §  59. ;  Eiswortb's  case.  Ibid. — 
There  are  always  several  counts  in  the  indictment,  chargmg  an  intent  to  defraud  all  such 
persons  or  bodies  corporate  as  could  be  affected  by  the  success  of  the  forgery  ;  but  as  the 
intention  to  commit  a  fraud  at  the  time  of  the  foreery  is  usually  general,  and  iotended  to  im- 
pose rather  upon  the  person  to  whom  the  forged  instrument  may  be  accidentally  oficred, 
(particularly  in  the  case  of  bank  notes  and  negociable  instruments)  I  think  it  would  be  de- 
sirable to  pass  an  Act,  rendering  it  unnecessary  to  state  the  name  of  any  person  or  corpora- 
tion intended  to  be  defrauded. 

With  regard  to  the  evidence,  an  Indictment  for  forging  a  receipt,  with  an  intent  to  de- 
fraud A.  B.  C.  Sic,  stewards  of  the  fund  of  the  sons  of  the  clergy,  was  sustained  by  proof 
of  forging  an  indenture  of  apprenticeship,  with  a  receipt  for  the  premium,  in  order  to  obtain 
the  assistance  which  the  stewards  are  appointed  to  distribute ;  Jones  and  Pullen's  case. 
Leach,  Ca.  168.-*An  indictment  for  forgery  can  only  be  sustained  in  the  county  where  the 
forgery  is  actually  committed,  which  is  a  question  for  the  jury ;  but  there  must  be  some  proof 
to  warrant  the  conclusion.  See  Parke's  case,  E.  P.  C.  ch.  19.  §  61.  In  that  cale  there  was 
no  proof,  except  an  uttering  by  the  prisoner's  confederatc.-^I  remember  a  case  at  Lancas- 
ter, in  the  year  1798,  where  a  clerk  of  a  mercantile  house  at  Liverpool,  had  stolen  several 
bills,  and  was  afterwards  apprehended  on  board  a  sloop  in  the  Powns,  with  a  forged  in- 
dorsement of  the  drawee  on  one  of  the.bilfs ;  and  Rooke  J.  without  any  evidence  to  shew  a 
greater  probability  of  the  forgery  being  committed  in  Lancashire  than  in  any  intermediate 
county,  thought  there  was  enough  to  go  to  the  Jury,  who,  however  aoquited  the  prisoner. 

A  confederate  cannot  be  convicted  of  altering,  unless  present,  or  so  near  as  to  be  able  to 
aid  and  assist ;  Soare's  and  Atkinson's  case,  £.  P.  C.  ch.  19,  §  58. 

By  several  cases  it  is  established,  that  a  person  whose  name  is  forged,  and  who  could 
have  any  interest  In  invalidating  the  instrument,  if  genuine,  is  an  incompetent  witness  to 

Cove  the  foraery.    See  the  cases  upon  the  subiect,  J&st,  ch.  19.  ^  61  to  68.    Many  persons 
ve  doubted  the  correctness  of  this  rule ;  and  it  certainly,  in  many  cases,  defeats  the  pur-

yi^HERE  traytors,  pirates,  thieves,  robbers,  murtherers,  and  confd 
rates  upon  the  sea,  many  times  escaped  unpunished,  because  1 
trial  of  their  oflences  hatii  heretofore  been  ordered^  judged,  and  det 
mined  before  the  admiral,  or  his  lieutenant  or  commissary,  after  the  coui

more  effectual  Suppression  of  Piracy. 

\VHEREAS  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  made  in  the  twenty-eighth  yc 
the  reign  of  of  Kins  Henry  the  Eighth,  it  is  enacted.  That  tres 
felonies,  robberies,  murders,  and  confederacies  committed  on  the  sea, 
be  enquired  of,  tried,  and  determined  according  to  the  common  com 
the  laws  of  this  land  used  for  such  offences  upon  the  land  withic 
realm ;  whereupon  the  trial  of  those  offenders  before  the  adnoiral,  o 
lieutenant,  or  his  conunissanr,  hath  been  altogether  disused :  And  whe 
that  since  the  making  of  the  said  Act,  and  especially  of  late  year 
hath  been  found  by  experience,  that  persons  committing  piracies, 
beries,  and  felonies  on  the  seas,  in  or  near  the  Etut  and  Weit  Indies, 
in  places  very  remote,  cannot  be  brought  to  condign  punishment  witi 
great  trouble  and  chaises  in  sending  them  into  Enaland  to  be  tried  v 
m  the  realm  as  the  sud  statute  directs,  insomuch  that  many  idle

liable  to  quarantine,  without  proving  in  what  manner  or  from  what  cir- 
cumstance such  vessel  became  liable  to  the  performance  thereof.

XLlII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  Tliat  all  ships,  vessels,  slaves,  or  ^  .  . 

persons  treated,  dealt  with,  carried,  kept,  or  detained  as  slaves,  and  plSitart-w- 
all  goods  and  effects  that  may  become  forfeited  under  this  Act,  shall  and  ^hom  mad^ 
may  be  seiaed  by  any  officer  of  his  Maiestv's  customs,  or  by  the  com- 
manders or  officers  ofany  of  his  Miyesty's  ships  or  vessels  of  war,  or  any 
officer  bearing  his  Majesty's  commission  in  his  Majesty^s  navy  or  army  | 
and  moreover,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  all  governors  or  persons  hav* 
ing  the  chief  command,  civil  or  military,  of  any  of  the  colonies  settle- 
ments, fbrts,  or  ftotories  belonging  to  his  Majesty,  and  fbr  all  persotks 
deputed  and  authorized  by  any  such  governor  or  commander  ki  chief,  to 
seise  and  prosecute  all  ships  and  vessels,  slaves,  or  persons  treated,  dealt 
with,  canted,  kept  or  detained  as  slaves,  and  all  goods  and  effects  what* 
aoever  that  shallor  may  become  forfeited  for  any  offence  under  this  Act. 

XLIV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  lliat  the  proceeds  of  all  shlj^s  Appropriation 
and  goods  seized  prosecuted  and  condemned  fbr  any  offence  against  this  ^'  ^hips  and 
Act,  except  in  such  seizures  as  shall  be  made  at  sea  by  the  commanders  2]^*  forfeit-

manden  or  officers  ofhis  Majesty's  ships  or  vessels  of  war,  one  moiety  of  the 
lisd  nex  proceeds,  after  deducting  the  charges  of  prosecution  as  aforesaid^ 
ilndl  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  such  person  as  his  M^esty,  iiis  heir^  and.  S>Ac- 
cessors  may  please  to  apf>oii]t  for  the  use  of  his  Miye^rty,  his  heirs  and  suo* 
oesBors,  and  the  other  moiety  to  the  commanders  or  oroers  ofhis  Majesty's 
I  or  vessels  of  war,  who  shall  have  made  the  seizure,  and  prosecuted  the 


same  to  condemnation,  subject  nevertheless  to  such  distribution  in  the 
seiflures  made  by  the  commanders  or  officers  of  his  Majes^s  sh^,  or 
feieds  of  war,  wbettier  at  sea  or  otherwise,  as  his  Majesty,  m  heirs  and 
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suocessorSy  sliall  thiols  fit  to  order  and  direct  by  any  order  or  orders  in 
council  or  by  any  proclamation  or  proclamations  to  be  made  for  that 
•  purpose. 

XLV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  persons  authorized  to  make

if  judgment  shall  be  given  upon  any  verdict  or  demurrer  against  the  plain- 
tiff, the  defendant  or  defendants  shall  recover  treble  costs,  and  have  the 
like  remedy  for  the  same  as  defendants  have  in  other  cases  by  law.

feiture thereof,  but  that  the  said  slave  or  slaves  so  ille^lly  imported  shall 
and  may  be  condemned  and  forfeited  at  any  time  alter  such  illegal  im- 
portation.

bringing  about  a  gradual  abolition  of  tne  skve  trade;  and  his  Royal  High- 
ness, in  (Hirsuance  of  his  said  declaration,  and  desiring  to  effectuate,  in 
concert  with  his  Britannic  Majesty  and  the  other  powers  of  Europe  who 
have  been  induced  to  assist  in  this  benevolent  object,  an  immediate  aboli- 
tion of  the  said  traffic  upon  the  parts  of  the  coast  of  Africa  which. are 
situated  to  the  northward  of  the  line ;  his  Britannic  Majesty  and  his  Royal 
Highness  the  Prince  Regent  of  Portugal^  equally  animated  by  a  sincere 
desire  to  accelerate  the  moment  when  the  blessings  of  peaceful  industry 
and  an  innocent  commerce  may  be  encourejged  throughout  this  extensive 
p(Nrtiun  of  the  continent  of  Africa,  by  its  being  delivered  from  the  evils  of 
the  slave  trade,  have  agreed  to  enter  mto  a  treaty  for  the  said  purpose,  and 
have  accordingly  named  as  their  plenipotentiaries ;  v/z.  his  Majesty  the 
King  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  the  right 
hooouralile  JRo^rr  Stewart,  Viscoimt  Casllereagh,  knight  of  the  most  nome 
order  of  the  Garter,  a  member  of  his  said  Msyesty's  most  honourable  privy 
council,  a  member  of  Parliament,  colonel  of  the  regiment  of  militia  of 
Londonderry,  his  Majesty's  principal  secretary  of  state  for  foreign  affairs, 
and  his  plenipotentiary  at  the  Congress  of  Vienna ;  and  his  RoyalHighuess 
the  Prince  Regent  of  Portugal,  the  most  illustrious  and  most  excellent 
J>on  Pedro  de  Sousa  Holstein,  Count  of  Palmella,  a  member  of  his  Royal 
Highness's  council,  commander  of  the  order  of  Christ,  captain  of  a  com- 
pany of  the  jToyal  German  life  guard ;  the  most  illustrious  and  most  ex- 
cellent Anthonv  de  Saldanha  de  Gama^  a  member  of  bis  Royal  Highness's 
council  and  ofhis  council  of  finance,  commander  of  the  military  order  of 
St,  Bemdict  ^  Avig ;  and  the  most  illustrious  and  most  excellent  Don 
Joachim  Lffboda  Silvtira,  a  member  of  his  Royal  Highness*s  counciL  and 
commandcrof  the  order  of  Christ,  his  Royal  Highness^  plenipotentiaries  at 
the  Congress  of  Vienna;  who,  having  mutually  exchanged  their  fidl  powers, 
found  in  good  an^  due  form,  have  agreed  upon  the  foUowing  articles: 

Articlethe  First— 'That  from  and  after  the  ratification  of  the  present  trea- 
ty, and  the  publication  thereof,it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  ofthe  su^ects 
of  the  crown  of  Portugal  to  purchase  slaves,  or  to  carry  on  the  slave 
trade,  on  any  part  of  the  coast  of  Africa  to  the  northward  of  the  equator, 
upon  any  pretext,  or  is  any  manner  whatsoever :  Provided  iievertnelesjB, 
4<bat  the  said  provision  shall  not  extend  to  any  ship  or  ships  having  cleared 
out  from  the  ports  of  Brazil  previous  to  the  publioaiion  of  such  ratifica- 
tion, and  provided  the  voyage  in  whwh  such  ship  or  ships  are  engaged 
shall  not  be  protracted  beyond  six  months  after  such  publication  as  afore- 
said. 

Af  tkle  the  Seeond.— His  Royai  Highness  the  Prince  Regent  of  Poritigal 
hereby  agrees  and  binds  himself  to  adopt  in  concert  with  Ins  BritannK  Ma-

as  belonging  to  the  said  Crown  of  Portugal,  to  the  southward  of  the  line, 
for  the  purposes  of  trading  in  slaves  as  aforesaid,  during  such  further 
period  as  the  same  may  be  permitted  to  be  carried  on  by  the  laws  of  For- 
tugal,  and  under  the  treaties  subsisting  between  the  two  crowns. 

Article  the  Third. — The  treaty  of  alnance  concluded  at  Rio  de  Janeiro  on 
the  nineteenth  day  of  February  one  tbmisand  eight  hundred  and  ten,  being 
founded  on  circumstances  of  a  temporary  nature,  which  have  happily 
ceased  to  ^xist,  the  said  treaty  is  hereby  declared  to  be  void  in  all  itsjilirts 
.and  of  no  effect;  witliout  prejudice,  however,  to  the  ancient  treaties  of 
alliance  friendship  and  guarantee,  which  have  so  long  and  so  liappify 
existed  between  the  two  crowns,  and  which  are  hereby  renewed  by 
Ae  high  oontraeting  parties,  and  acknowledged  to  be  of  fuU  ftirce  and 
effect. 

Article  the  Fourth. — The  high  oontmcting  parties  reserve  to  themselves, 
and  engage  to  determine  by  aseparate  treaty  the  period  at  whtcfa  the  trade 
m  slaves  sliall  universally  cease,  and  be  prohibited  throughout  the  entire 
dominions  ofP^rtufah  the  Prince  Regent  of  Pwtug^  hereby  renewinj; 
his  former  dedaration  and  engagement^  that  during  the  interval  which  is 
to  elapse  before  such  general  and  final  abolition  shall  take  effect  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  for  the  subjects  of  Portugal  to  purchase  or  trade  in  slaves 
upon  any  parts  of  the  coast  ofAfrka,  except  to  the  southward  of  the  line, 
as  specihed  in  the  second  article  of  this  treaty,  nor  to  enga^  in  the  aamey 
or  to  permit  their  flag  to  be  used  except  for  the  purpose  ot  supplying  the 
transatlantic  possessions  belonging  to  the  crown  of  Portugal, 

Article  the  Fifth.<*-His  Br'Uafmic  Majesty  hereljy  agrees  to  remit, from 
the  date  at  which  the  ratification  mentioned  in  the  nrst  article  shall  be  pro- 
mulgated, such  ituther  payments  as  shall  then  remain  due  and  payable 
npon  die  ban  of  six  hundred  thousand  pounds  made  in  London  for  the 
service  oi  Portugal  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  nine,  in 
consequence  of  a  convention  signed  on  the  twenty-first  day  of  April  of  the 
same  year;  which  convention,  under  the  conditions  specified  as  aforesaid, 
is  hereby  dedarcd  to  be  void  and  of  no  effect. 

ArticJe  the  Sixth. — ^The  present  treaty  shall  be  ratified,  and  the  ratifica- 
tions shall  be  exchansed  at  FUo  de  Janeiro  in  the  space  of  five  months,  or 
sooner  if  {xissible.  In  witness  whereof  the  respective  plenipotaitiartes 
have  signed  it,  and  have  thereunlto  affixed  the  seals  of  their  arms.

Additional  Convention  to  the  Treaty  of  the  TtDenty-second  January  One 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifteen^  between  Hit  Britannic  Mt^ty  and 
hii  Most  Faithful  Majeity^for  the  purpote  of  preventing  their  Suk^te 
from  engaging  in  any  illicit  Traffic  in  Slaves.  Signed  at  London  the 
Twenty^ighth  of  July  One  thousand  eight  kundred  and  seventeen,  in  the 
English  and  Portuguese  Languages. 

His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  United  King^dom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland  and  his  Majesty  the  King  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Portugal, 
Brazil,  and  Algarves,  adhering  to  the  principles  which  they  ha?e  mani- 
fested in  the  declaration  of  the  Congress  of  Vienna  bearing  date  the  eije^hth 
of  February  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifteen,  and  being  desirous 
to  fulfil  faithfully,  and  to  their  utmost  extent,  the  engagements  which 
they  mutuidlv  contracted  by  the  Treaty  of  the  twenty-second  of  January 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifteen,  and  till  the  period  shall  arrive 
when,  according  to  the  tenor  of  the  fourth  article  of  the  said  trea^,  his 
most  faithful  Maiest^has  reserved  to  himself,  in  concert  witlihis  Britannic 
Majesty,  to  fix  the  time  when  the  trade  in  slaves  shall  cease  entirely  and 
be  prohibited  in  his  dominions ;  and  his  Maiest^  the  King  of  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Portugal,  Brazil,  and  il/gorvri,  having  bound  himself  by  the 
second  article  of  the  said  treaty  to  adopt  the  measures  necessary  to  pre- 
vent his  subjects  from  all  illicit  traffic  in  slaves ;  and  his  Majesty  the  King 
of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  having  on  his  part 
engaged,  in  conjunction  with  his  most  faithful  Majes^,  to  employ  ettec- 
tual  means  to  prevent  Portuguese  vessels  trading  in  slaves,  in  conformity 
with  the  laws  of  Portuiial  and  the  existing  treaties,  firom  suffering  anv 
loss  or  hinderance  from  British  cruizers,  tlieir  said  Majesties  have  aooonf- 
ingly  resolved  to  proceed  to  the  arrangement  of  a  convention  for  the  attain- 
ment of  these. ohjects,  and  have  therefore  named  as  plenipotentiaries  ad 
hod;  viz. 

His  Majesty  the  Kine  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ire- 
land,  the  right  honouri3>le  Robert  Stewart,  Viscount  Castlereagh,  a  mem- 
ber of  his  said  Majesty's  most  honourable  privy  couucil,  a  member  of  par- 
liament, colonel  of  the  Londonderry  regiment  of  militia,  knight  of  the 
most  noble  order  of  the  Garter,  and  his  4)rincipal  secretary  of  state  for 
foreign  afiaira ;  and  his  Majesty  the  King  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Portugal,  Brazil  and  Algarves,  the  most  illustrious  and  most  excellent 
Lord  Don  Pedro  de  Souza  Holstein,  Count  of  Palmella,  councillor  of  his 
said  Majesty,  captain  of  the  German  company  of  his  n>yal  gua^s,  com- 
mander of  the  order  of  Christ,  grand  cross  of  the  order  of  Charles  the 
Third  of  Spain,  and  his  envoy  extraordinary  and  minister  plenipotentiary  to 
his  Britannic  Majesty :  who,  after  having  exchanged  tlieir  respective  fiill 
powers,  found  to  be  in  good  and  dueform,  have  agreed  upon  the  fol- 
lowing articles : 

Article  the  First.—  The  object  of  this  convention  is,  on  the  part  of  the 
two  governments,  mutually  to  prevent  their  respective  subjects  from  carry- 
ing on  an  illicit  slave  trade. 

The  two  high  contracting  powers  declare,  that  they  consider  as  illicit 
any  traffic  in  slaves  carried  on  under  the  foilowiue  circumstances : 

1st.  Either  by  British  ships,  and  under  the  British  flag,  or  for  the 
account  of  British  subjects,  by  any  vessel  or  imder  any  flag  whatso- 
ever. 

2d.  By  Portuguese  vessels,  in  any  of  the  harbours  or  roads  of  the  coast 
of  Africa  which  are  prohibited  by  the  first  article  of  the  treaty  of  the 
twenty-second  January  oue  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifteen.  . 
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Sd.  Under  the  Portuguese  or  British  flag  for  the  account  of  the  subjects        No.  II. 
of  any  other  government.  5  Geo.  IV. 

4ih.  By  Fortvpteu  vessels  bound  for  any  port  not  in  the  dominions  of        q^  y  \^^ 
his  most  faithful  Majesty. 

Article  the  Second. — ^The  territories  in  which  the  traffic  in  slaves  con- 
tinues to  be  permitted,  under  the  treaty  of  the  twenty-second  of  Jamuity 
one  thuusana  eight  hundred  and  fifteen,  to  the  subjects  of  his  most  faith« 
ful  Majesty,  are  the  following : 

1st.  The  territories  possessed  by  the  crown  of  Portugal  upon  the  coast 
of  J/riea  to  the  south  of  the  ecjuator ;  that  is  to  say,  upon  the  eastern 
coast  of  Africa,  the  territory  layin}(  between  Cape  Ihleado  and  the  bay 
of  Lauren^  Marques ;  and  upon  the  western  coast,  all  that  which  is  situ- 
ated  from  the  eighth  to  the  eighteenth  degree  of  south  latitude. 

9d.  Those  territories  on  the  coast  of  Africa  to  the  south  of  the  equator, 
over  which  his  most  faithful  Majesty  has  declared  that  he  has  retained  his 
rights;  namely. 

The  territories  of  Molembo  and  Cabinda  upon  the  eastern  coast  of  Africa^ 
from  the  fifth  degree  twelfth  ^minute  to  the  eighth  degree  south  lati« 
tude. 

Article  the  Third. — His  most  faithful  Majesty  engages  within  the  space 
of  two  months  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  this  present  con- 
vention, to  promulgate  in  his  capital,  and  in  the  other  parts  of  his  domin« 
ions,  as  soon  as  possible,  a  law  which  shall  prescribe  the  punishment  of 
any  of  his  subjects  who  may  in  future  participate  iu  an  illicit  traffic  of 
slaves,  and  at  the  same  time  to  renew  the  prohibition  which  alreadv  existSi 
to  import  slaves  into  the  Brazils  under  any  fiag  other  than  that  of  Portu^ 
gal ;  and  his  most  faithful  Majesty  engages  to  assimilate  as  much  as 
possible  the  legislation  of  Portugal  in  this  respect  to  that  of  Great 
Britain. 

Article  the  Fourth. — Every  Portufueu  vessel  which  shall  be  destined 
for  the  slave  trade,  on  any  point  ot  the  Mrican  coast  where  this  traffic 
still  continues  to  be  lawful^  must  be  provided  with  a  royal  passport,  con* 
formable  to  the  model  annexed  to  this  present  convention,  and  which  mo« 
del  forms  an  integral  part  of  the  same.  The  passport  must  be  written  in 
the  Portuguese  language,  with  an  authentic  translation  in  English  annexed 
thereto,  and  it  must  he  signed  for  those  vessels  sailine  from  the  port  of 
Bm  Janeiro  by  the  minister  of  marine ;  and  for  all  oUier  vessels  which 
may  be  intended  for  the  said  traffic,  and  which  ma^  sail  from  any  other 
ports  of  the  Brazils^  or  from  any  other  of  the  dominions  of  his  most  faith- 
,nil  Majesty  not  in  Europe,  the  passports  must  be  signed  by  the  governor 
in  chief  of  the  captaincy  to  which  the  port  belongs ;  and  as  to  those  vessels 
which  may  proceed  from  the  ports  ot  Portugal,  to  carry  on  the  traffic  ia 
slaves,  their  passports  must  be  signed  by  the  secretary  of  the  government 
for  the  marine  department 

Article  the  Firth. — ^The  two  high  contracting  powers,  for  the  more 
complete  attainment  of  their  object,  namely,  the  prevention  of  all  illicit 
trafnc  in  slaves  on  the  part  of  their  respective  subjects,  mutually  consent 
that  the  ships  of  war  ot  their  royal  navies,  which  shall  be  provided  with 
special  instructions  for  this  purpose,  as  herein-after  is  proviued,  may  visit 
such  merchant  vessels  of  the  two  nations  as  may  be  suspected,  upon  re- 
sonable  grounds,  of  havine  slaves  on  board,  acquired  by  an  illicit  traffic, 
and  in  the  event  onlv  of  their  actually  finding  slaves  on  board  may  detain 
and  bring  away  such  vessels,  in  order  that  they  may  lie  brought  to  trial 
before  the  tribunals  established  for  this  purpose,  as  shall  herein-after  be 
specified. 

Provided  always,  that  the  commanders  of  the  ships  of  war  of  the  two 
royal  navies,  who  shall  be  employed  on  this  service,  shall  adhere  strictly  to 
the  exact  tenor  of  the  instructions  which  they  shall  have  received  for  this 
purpose. 

As  this  article  is  entirely  reciprocal,  the  two  high  contracting  parties 
engage  mutually  to  make  good  any  losses  which  their  respective  subjects 
may  mcur  unjustly,  by  the  arbitrary  and  illegal  detention  of  their  vessels.

in  this  article,  shall  only  be  effected  by  those  BrilUh  or  Portuguete  ves»seb 
which  may  form  part  of  the  two  royal  navies,  and  by  those  only  of  such 
vessels  which  are  provided  with  the  special  instructions  annexed  to  the 
present  convention. 

Article  the  Sixth .-^No  British  or  Portugueae  cruizer  shall  detain  any 
slave  ship  not  having  slaves  actually  on  board  ;  and  in  order  to  render 
lawful  the  detention  of  any  ship,  whether  Britith  or  Portuguese^  the  slaves 
found  on  board  such  vessel  must  have  t>een  brought  there  for  the  express 
purpose  of  the  traffic,  and  those  on  board  Portueuete  shins  roust  have 
been  taken  from  that  part  of  the  coast  of  Africa  where  the  slave  trade  was 
prohibited  by  the  treaty  of  the  twenty-second  of  January  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifteen. 

Article  the  Seventh. — All  ships  of  war  of  the  two  nations,  which  shall 
hereafter  be  destined  to  prevent  the  illicit  traflfic  in  slaves,  shall  be  fur- 
nished by  their  own  government  with  a  copy  of  the  instructions  annexed 
to  the  present  convention,  and  which  shall  be  considered  as  an  integral 
part  thereof. 

These  instructions  shall  be  written  in  Pi^rttiguete  and  English  and  signed 
for  the  vessels  of  each  of  the  two  powers  by  the  ministers  of  their  respec- 
tive marine. 

The  two  high  contracting  parties  reserve  the  faculty  of  altering  the  said 
instructions,  in  whole  or  in  part,  according  to  circumstances ;  it  being  how« 
ever  well  understood,  that  the  said  alterations  cannot  take  place  but  by 
common  agreement,  and  by  the  consent  of  the  two  high  contracting 
parties. 

Article  the  Eighth.— In  order  to  bring  to  adjudication,  with  the  least 
delay  and  inconvenience,  the  vessels  which  may  be  detained  for  having 
been  engaged  in  an  illicit  traffic  of  slaves,  there  shall  be  established,  with- 
in the  space  of  a  year  at  furthest  from  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications 
of  the  present  convention,  two  mixed  commissions,  formed  of  an  equal 
number  of  individuals  of  the  two  nations,  named  for  this  purpose  by  tneir 
respective  sovereigns. 

These  commissions  shall  reside,  one  in  a  possession  belonging  to  his 
Britannic  Majesty,  the  other  within  the  territories  of  his  most  faithfid 
Majesty;  and  the  two  governments,  at  the  period  of  the  exchange  of  the 
ratifications  of  the  present  convention,  shall  declare,  each  for  its  own  do- 
minions, in  what  places  the  commissions  shall  respectively  reside.  Each 
of  the  two  high  contracting  parties  reserving  to  itself  tlie  right  of  changing 
at  its  pleasure  the  place  of  residence  of  the  commission  held  within  its 
own  dominions ;  provide  however  that  one  of  the  two  commissions  shall 
always  be  held  upon  the  cos^t  of  Africa,  and  the  other  in  the  Brazils. 

These  commissions  shall  judge  the  causes  submitted  to  them  without 
appeal,  and  according  to  the  regulations  and  instructions  annexed  to  the 
present  convention,  of  which  they  shall  be  considered  as  an  integral  part; 
Article  the  Ninth. — His  £ritonnic  Majesty ,  in  conformity  with  the  stipu- 
lations of  the  treaty  of  the  twenty-second  oC  January  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifteen,  engages  to  grant,  in  the  manner  hereafter  explained, 
sufficient  indemnification  to  all  the  proprietors  of  Portugueu  vessels  and 
cargoes  captured  by  British  cruizers  between  the  first  of  June  one  thousand 
ei^nt  himured  and  fourteen,  and  the  period  at  which  the  two  commissions 
pomted  out  in  article  eight,  of  the  present  convention,  shall  assemble  at 
their  respective  posts. 

The  two  high  contracting  parlies  agree,  that  all  claims  of  the  nature 
herein-before  mentioned  shall  be  received  and  liquidated  by  a  mixed  com- 
mission, to  be  held  at  London,  and  which  shall  consist  of  an  equal  num- 
ber of  the  individuals  of  the  two  nations,  named  bv  their  respective  Sover- 
eigns, and  upon  the  same  principles  stipulated  by  the  eighth  article  of 
thu  additional  convention,  and  by  the  ottier  Acts  which  form  an  integral 
part  of  the  same,    The  aforesaid  commissions  shall  commence  their  func- 
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tions  sU  months  after  the  ratification  of  the  present  conyention,  or  sooner 
if  possible. 

The  two  high  contracting  parties  have  agreed,  that  the  proprietors  of 
▼essels  captured  by  the  Briiish  cruizers  cannot  claim  compensation  for  a 
larger  number  of  slaves  than  that  whicli,  according  to  tlie  existing  laws  of 
Portugal,  they  were  permitted  to  transport,  according  to  the  rate  of  ton- 
nage of  the  captured  vessel. 

The  two  high  contracting  parties  are  equally  agreed,  that  every  Tortus 
gftete  vessel  captured  with  slaves  on  board  for  the  traffic,  which  shall  be 
proved  to  have  oeen  embarked  within  the  territories  of  the  coast  of  Africa 
situated  to  the  north  of  Cape  PatmaSf  and  not  belonging  to  the  Crown  of 
Portugal,  as  well  as  all  Portuguese  vessels  captured  with  slaves  on  board 
for  the  traffic  six  months  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratification  of  the 
treaty  of  the  twenty-second  of  January  one  thousand  eieht  hundred  and 
fifteen,  and  on  which  it  can  he  proved,  that  the  aforesaia  slaves  were  em- 
barked in  the  roadsteads  of  the  coast  of  Africa  situated  to  the  north  of  the 
equator,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  claim  any  indemnification. 

Article  the  Tenth. — His  Britannic  Majesty  enrages  to  pay  within  the 
space  of  a  year  at  farthest  from  the  decision  of  each  case,  to  the  individual 
having  a  just  claim  to  the  same,  the  sums  which  shall  be  granted  to  them 
by  the  commissions  named  in  the  preceding  articles. 

Article  the  Eleventh. — ^His  Britannic  Majesty  formally  engages  to  pay 
the  three  hundred  thousand  pounds  sterling  of  indemnification,  stipulated 
by  the  convention  of  the  twenty-first  of  January  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  fifteen,  in  favour  of  the  proprietors  of  Portuguese  vessels  captured 
by  British  cruizers  up  to  the  period  of  the  first  of  June  one  thousana  eight 
hundred  and  fourteen,  in  the  manner  following ;  viz. 

Tlie  first  payment  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  pounds  sterling 
six  months  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  present  conven- 
tion, and  the  remaining  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  pounds  sterling, 
as  well  as  the  interest  at  five  per  cent,  due  upon  the  total  sum  from  the  day 
of  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  convention  of  the  twenty-first  of 
January  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifteen,  shall  be  paid  nine  months 
after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  present  convention.  The 
interest  due  shall  be  payable  up  to  the  day  of  the  last  payment.  AH  the 
aforesaid  payments  snail  be  made  in  Loitdon  to  the  mmister  of  his  most 
faithful  Majesty  at  the  court  of  his  Britannic  Majesty,  or  to  the  persons 
whom  his  most  faithful  Majesty  shall  think  proper  to  authorize  lor  that 
purpose. 

^  Article  the  Twelfth. — The  acts  or  instruments  annexed  to  this  addi- 
tional convention,  And  which  form  an  integral  part  thereof,  are  as  follow  t 

No.  1.  Form  of  passport  for  the  Portuguese  merchant  ships  destined  for 
the  lawful  traffic  in  slaves. 

No.  8.  Instructions  for  the  ships  of  war  of  both  nations  destined  to  pre- 
vent the  illicit  traffic  in  slaves. 

No.  3.  Regulation  for  the  mixed  commissions  which  are  to  hold  their 
sittings  on  tl^  coast  of  Africa^  at  the  Brazils,  and  in  London, 

Article  the  Thirteenth.— The  present  convention  shall  be  ratified,  and 
tlie  ratifications  thereof  exchanged  at  Rio  Janeiro^  within  the  space  of  four 
months  at  furthest,  dating  from  the  day  of  its  signature.

pleased  to  regulate  tne  conveyance  of  slaves  from  the  coast  of  Africa  to 
nis  dominions  of  Brazil,  And  should  they  fail  to  execute  any  of  these 
conditions,  they  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties  denounced  by  the  Alvard 
of*  against  those  who  snail  carry  on  the  slave  trade  in  an 

illicit  manner.  And  as  in  going  or  returning  she  may,  either  at  sea  or  in 
port,  meet  officers  of  ships  and  vessels  of  tne  same  kingdom,  the  King 
our  Lord  orders  them  not  to  give  her  any  obstruction ;  and  his  Majesty

Portuguese  Article  the  First. — Every  Brittsh  or  Portuguese  ship  of  war  shall,  in  con- 

Ships  of  War.    fQffnity  with  article  five  ofthe  additional  convention  ot  this  date,  have  a  right 

to  visit  the  merchant  ships  of  either  of  the  two  powers  actually  engaged  or 
suspected  to  be  engaged  in  the  slave  trade  ;  and  should  any  slaves  beTound 
on  board  according  to  the  tencir  of  the  sixth  article  of  the  aforesaid  addi- 
tional convention, — and  as  to  what  regards  the  Portuguese  vessels,  should 
there  be  ground  to  suspect  that  the  said  slaves  have  been  embarked  on  a 
part  of  the  coast  of  Africa  where  the  traffic  in  slaves  can  no  longer  be  le- 
gally carried  on,  in  consequence  ofthe  stipulations  in  force  between  the  two 
nigh  powers,  in  these  cases  alone  the  commander  of  the  said  ship  of  war

Ships  on  board  of  which  no  slaves  shall  be  found  intended  for  pur- 
poses of  traffic,  shall  not  be  detained  on  any  account  or  pretence  wnat- 
ever. 

Negro  servants  or  sailors  that  may  be  found  on  board  the  said  vessels 
cannot,  in  any  case,  be  deemed  a  sufficient  cause  for  detention. 

Article  the  Second.-— No  merchantman  or  slave  ship  can,  on  any  account 
or  pretence  whatever,  be  visited  or  detained  whilst  in  the  port  or  roadstead  • 
belonging  to  either  of  the  two  high  contracting  powers,  or  within  cannon- 
shot  of  the  batteries  on  shore.  But  in  case  suspicious  vessels  should  be 
found  so  circumstanced,  proper  representations  may  he  addressed  to  the 
authorities  of  the  country,  requesting  them  to  take  effectual  measures  for 
preventing  such  abuses. 

Article  the  Third. — ^The  high  contracting  powers  having  in  view  the  im- 
mense extent  of  the  shores  of  Africa  to  the  north  of  the  equator  along  which 
this  commerce  continues  prohibited,  and  the  facility  thereby  afforded  for  il- 
licit traffic  on  points  where  eitiier  the  total  absence  or  at  least  the  distance 
of  lawful  authorities  bar  ready  access  to  those  authorities,  in  order  to  prevent 
it,  have  agreed,  for  the  more  readily  attaining  the  salutary  end  which 
they  propose,  to  grant,  and  they  do  actually  grant  to  each  other  the  power 
without  prejudice  to  the  rights  of  sovereignty,  to  visit  and  detain,  as  if  on 
the  high  seas,  any  vessel  having  slaves  on  board,  even  within  cannon-shot 
of  the  shore  of  their  re^>pective  territories  on  the  continent  of  Africa  to  the 
nortli  of  the  equator,  in  case  of  there  being  no  local  autiiorities  to  whom 
recourse  might  be  had  as  has  been  stated  in  the  preceding  article.  In 
such  cases,  vessels  so  visited  may  be  brought  before  the  mixed  commis- 
sions, in  tlie  form  prescribed  in  the  first  article  of  the  preceding  instruc- 
tions. 

Article  the  Fourth.—No  Portuguese  merchantman  or  slave  ship  shall,  on 
any  pretence  whatever,  be  detained,  which  shall  be  found  any  where  near 
the  land  or  on  the  high  seas,  south  of  the  equator,  unless  afler  a  chaoe 
that  shall  have  commenced  north  of  the  equator. 

Article  the  Fifth. — Portuguese  vessels  furnished  with  a  resular  passport 
having  slaves  on  board,  shipped  at  those  parts  of  the  coast  ot^/Hca  where 
the  trade  is  permitted  to  Portuguese  subjects,  and  which  shall  afterwards 
be  found  north  of  the  equator,  shall  not  be  detained  by  the  ships  of  war 
of  the  two  nations,  though  furnished  with  the  present  instructions,  pro- 
vided the  same  can  account  for  their  course,  either  in  conformity  with  the 
practice  of  the  Portuguese  navigation,  by  steering  some  degrees  to  the 
northward  in  search  of  fair  winds,  or  for  other  legitimate  causes,  such  as 
the  dangers  of  the  seas  duly  proved ;  or  lastly,  in  the  case  of  their  pass- 
ports proving  that  they  were  bound  for  a  Portuguese  port  not  within  the 
continent  of  Africa:  Provided  always,  that  with  regard  to  all  slave  ships 
detained  to  the  north  of  the  equator^  the  proof  of  the  legality  of  the  voy- 
age is  to  be  furnished  by  the  vessel  so  detained.  On  the  other  hand,  with 
respect  to  slave  shifts  detained  tf)  the  south  of  the  equator,  in  conformity 
with  the  stipulations  of  the  preceding  article,  the  proof  of  the  illegality  of 
the  voyage  is  to  be  exhibited  bv  the  captor. 

It  is  in  like  manner  stipulailed,  that  the  number  of  slaves  found  on  board 
a  slave  ship  by  the  cruisers,  even  should  the  number  not  agree  with  that 
contained  in  their  passport,  shall  not  be  a  sufficient  reason  to  justify  the 
detention  of  the  ship ;  but  the  captain  and  the  proprietor  shall  be  denoun- 
ced in  the  Portuguese  tribunals  in  the  Brazils^  in  order  to  their  being  pu- 
nished according  to  the  laws  of  the  country. 

Article  the  Sixth. — Every  Portuguese  vessel  intended  to  be  employed  in 
the  legal  traffic  in  slaves,  in  conformity  with  the  principles  laid  down  in 
the  additional  convention  of  this  date,  shall  be  commanded  bv  a  native 
Portuguese f  and  two-thirds  at  least  of  the  crew  shall  likewise  be  Portuguese:

Article  the  Seventh. — Whenever  a  ship  of  war  shall  meet  a  merchant 
vessel  liable  to  be  searched,  it  shall  be  done  in  the  most  mild  manner,  and 
with  every  attention  which  is  due  between  allied  and  friendly  nations ; 
and  in  no  case  shall  the  search  be  made  by  any  officer  holding  a  rank  in« 
ferior  to  that  of  lieutenant  in  the  navy. 

Article  the  £iehth. — ^The  ships  of  war  which  may  detun  the  slave  ships, 
in  pursuance  of  tne  principles  laid  down  in  the  present  instructions,  shall 
leave  on  board  all  the  cargo  of  negroes  untouched,  as  well  as  the  caputn 
and  a  part  at  least  of  the  crew  of  the  above  mentioned  slave  ship ;  the 
captain  shall  draw  up  in  writing  an  authentic  declaration,  which  shall 
exnibit  the  state  in  wnich  he  found  the  detained  ship,  and  the  changes 
which  may  have  taken  place  in  it ;  he  shall  deliver  to  the  captain  of  the 
slave  ship  a  signed  certificate  of  the  papers  seized  on  board  the  said  vessel, 
as  well  as  of  the  number  of  slaves  found  on  board  at  tlie  moment  of  de- 
tention. 

The  negroes  shall  not  be  disembarked  till  after  the  vessels  which  con- 
tain them  shall  be  arrived  at  the  place  where  the  legality  of  the  capture  is 
to  be  tried  by  one  of  the  two  mixed  commissions,  in  order  that  in  the 
event  of  their  not  being  adjudged  legal  prize,  the  loss  of  the  proprietors 
may  be  more  easily  repaired.  If,  however,  urgent  motives,  deauccd  from 
the  length  of  the  voyage,  the  state  of  health  of  the  negroes,  or  other 
causes,  required  that  ihcy  should  be  disembarked  entirely,  or  in  part, 
before  the  vessels  could  arrive  at  the  place  of  residence  of  one  of  the  said 
commissions,  the  commander  of  the  capturing  ship  may  take  on  himself 
the  responsibility  of  such  disembarkation,  provided  that  the  necessity  be 
stated  m  a  certificate  in  proper  form. 

Article  the  Ninth. — No  conveyance  of  slaves  from  one  port  of  the  Btq" 

ziU  to  another,  or  from  the  continent  or  islands  of  Africa  to  the  posses- 

.    sions  of  PortugwU  out  of  America,  shall  take  place  as  objects  of  commerce, 

except  in  ships  provided  with  passports  from  the  Partuguae  government 

ad  hoe.

Commissions,       Article  the  First.— The  mixed  commbsions  to  be  established  by  the 
as  to  Portugal,  additional  convention  of  this  date,  upon  the  coast  of  Africa  and  in  the 

BraziU,  are  appointed  to  decide  upon  the  legdity  of  the  detention  of  such 
slave  vessels  as  the  cruisers  of  both  nations  shall  detain,  in  nursuance  of 
this  same  convention,  for  carrying  on  an  illicit  commerce  in  slaves. 

The  above-mentioned  commissions  shall  judge,  without  appeal,  accord- 
ing to  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  treaty  of  the  twenty»second  of  January 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifteen,  and  of  the  additional  convention 
to  the  said  treaty,  signed  at  London,on  this  twenty*eighth  day  of  Jtf/y  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventeen. 

The  commissions  shall  zive  senten<^  as  summarily  as  possible,  and 
they  are  required  to  decide  (as  far  as  they  shall  find  it  practicable)  within 
the  space  of  twenty  days,  to  be  dated  from  that  on  which  every  detained 
vessel  shall  have  been  brought  into  the  port  where  they  shall  reside,  first, 
upon  the  legality  of  the  capture ;  second,  in  the  case  in  which  the  captured 
vessel  shall  have  been  liberated,  as  to  the  indemnification  which  she  is  to 
receive. 

And' it  is  hereby  provided,  that  in  all  cases  the  final  sentence  shall  not 
be  delayed  on  the  account  of  the  absence  of  witnesses,  or  fbr  want  of  other 
proofs,  beyond  the  peru)d  of  two  months,  except  upon  the  application  of 
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any  of  the  parties  interested,  when  upon  their  sivin^  satisfactoty  security       No.  II. 
to  charge  themselves  with  the  ezpence  and  risks  ot  the  delay,  the  com-    5  Geo.  IV. 
missioners  may,  attheir  discretion^  grant  an  additional  delay,  not  exceed-        q^  |  js. 
ing  four  months. 

Article  the  Second. — Each  of  the  above-mentioned  mixed  commissions, 
which  are  to  reside  on  the  coast  of  Africa,  and  in  tlie  BmzUt,  shall  be 
composed  in  the  following  manner. 

The  two  high  cootractm^  parties  shall  each  of  them  name  a  commis- 
sary judee,  and  a  commission  of  arbitration,  who  shall  be  authorized  to 
beiur  and  to  decide,  without  appeal,  all  cases  of  capture  of  slave  vessels 
which,  in  pursuance  of  the  stipulation  of  the  additional  convention  of  this 
date,  may  be  laid  before  them.  All  the  essential  parts  of  the  proceedings 
carried  on  before  tliese  mixed  commissions  shall  oe  written  down  in  the 
laneuage  of  the  country  in  which  the  commission  may  reside. 

The  commissary  judges  and  the  commissioners  of  arbitration  shall 
make  oath,  in  presence  of  the  principal  magistrate  of  the  olace  in  which 
the  commission  may  reside,  to  judge  fair^  and  faithfully,  to  have  no 
preference,  either  for  the  claimants  or  the  captors,  and  to  act,  in  all  their 
deciuons,  in  pursuance  of  the  stipulations  of  the  treaty  of  the  twenty- 
second  January  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifteen,  and  of  the 
additional  convention  of  the  said  treaty. 

There  sliall  be  attached  to  each  commission  a  secretary  or  registrar, 
ap{x>inted  by  the  sovereign  of  the  country  in  which  the  commission  may 
reside,  who  shall  register  all  its  Acts,  and  who,  previous  to  his  taking 
charge  of  his  post,  snail  make  oath  in  presence  of  at  least  one  of  the  com- 
missary judges,  to  conduct  himself  with  respect  for  their  authority,  and 
to*act  with  fidelity  in  all  the  afikirs  which  may  beloQg  to  his  charge. 

Article  the  Third. — The  form  of  process  shall  be  as  follows: 

The  commissary  judges  of  the  two  nations  shall,  in  the  first  place,  pro- 
ceed to  the  examination  of  the  papers  of  the  vessel,  and  to  receive  the 
depositions  on  oath  of  the  captain,  and  of  two  or  three,  at  least,  of  the 
princijiai  individuals  on  board  of  Uie  detained  vessel,  ss  well  as  the  de- 
claration on  oath  of  the  diptor,  should  it  appear  necessary  in  order  to  be 
able  to  judge  and  to  pronounce  if  Uie  said  vessel  has  been  justly  detained 
or  not,  according  to  the  stipulations  of  the  additional  convention  of  this 
date,  and  in  order  that,  accordin|  to  this  judgment,  it  may  be  condemned 
or  liberated :  And  in  the  event  of  the  two  commissary  judges  not  agrjeeing 
on  the  sentence  they  ought  to  pronounce,  whether  as  to  the  legality  <^' 
the  detention  or  the  indemnincation  to  be  allowed,  or  on  any  otiier 

auestion  which  might  result  frorfi  the  stipulations  of  the  convention  of  this 
late,— they  shall  draw  by  lot  the  name  of  one  of  the  two  commbsioners 
of  arbitration,  who,  after  having  considered  the  documents  of  the  process, 
shall  consult  with  the  above-mentioned  commissary  judges  on  the  casein 
question,  and  the  final  sentence  shall  be  pronounced  conformably  to  the 
opinion  of  the  majoritv  of  the  above-mentioned  commissaiy  judges,  and 
of  the  above-mentioned  commissioner  of  arbitration. 

Article  the  Fourth. — As  often  as  the  cargo  of  slaves  found  on  board  of  a 
PortvgmeMe  slave  ship  shall  have  been  emfciurked  on  any  point  whatever  of 
the  coast  of  Africa  where  the  slave  trade  continues  lawntl  to  the  subjects 
of  the  Crown  ofPortygal,  such  slave  ship  shall  not  be  detained  on  pretext 
that  the  above-mentioned  slaves  have  been  brought  originally  by  laiid  from 
any  other  part  whatever  of  the  continent. 

Article  tneFifth. — In  the  authenticated  declaration  which  thecaptorshaH 
make  before  the  commission,  as  well  as  in  the  certificate  of  the  papers 
seized,  whidb  shall  be  delivered  to  the  captain  of  the  captured  vessel  at  the 
time  of  the  detention,  the  above-mentioned  captor  shall  be  bound  to 
declare  his  name,  the  name  of  his  vessel,  as  well  as  the  latitude  and  lonst- 
tude  of  the  place  where  the  detention  shall  have  taken  place,  and  tne 
number  of  slaves  found  living  on  board  of  the  slave  ship  at  tne  time  of  the 
detention. 

Article  the  Sixth. — As  soon  as  sentence  shall  have  been  passed,  the  de- 
tained vessel,  if  liberated,  and  what  remains  of  the  cargo,  shall  be  restored 
to  the  proprietors,  who  may  before  the  same  commissluD  daim  aTaluation

113  *  inc'^^^oQ^  damages.  The  two  high  contracting  parlies  bind  themselves 
to  defray,  within  the  term  of  a  year  from  the  dale  of  the  sentence,  the 
indemnincations  which  may  be  granted  by  the  above-named  commission, 
it  being  understood  that  these  indemnifications  shall  be  at  the  expeoce  of 
the  power  of  which  the  captor  shall  be  a  subiect. 

Article  the  Seventh. — In  case  of  the  condemnation  of  a  vessel  for  aa 
unlawful  voyage  she  shall  be  declared  lawful  prize,  as  well  as  her  cargo,  of 
whatever  descnption  it  may  be,  with  the  exception  of  the  slaves  who  may 
be  on  board  as  objects  of  commerce;  and  the  said  vessel,  as  well  as  her 
cargo,  shall  be  sold  by  public  sale,  for  the  profit  of  the  two  goveriiments ; 
and  as  to  the  slaves,  they  shall  receive  from  the  mixed  commission  a 
certificate  of  emancipation,  and  shall  be  delivered  over  to  the  government 
on  whose  territory  the  commission  which  shall  have  so  judged  them  shall 
be  established,  to  be  employed  as  servants  or  free  labourers.  Each  of  tlie 
two  governments  bind  itself  to  guarantee  the  liberty  of  such  portion  of 
these  individuals  as  shall  be  respectively  consigned  to  it. 

Article  the  Eightli. — Every  claim  for  compensation  of  losses  occasioned 
to  ships  suspected  of  carrying  on  illicit  trade  in  slaves,  not  condemned  as 
lawful  prize  by  the  mixed  commissions,  shall  be  also  heard  and  judged  by 
the  above-named  commissions,  in  the  form  provided  by  the  third  article 
of  the  present  regulation ;  and  in  all  cases  wherein  restitution  shall  be  so 
decreea,  the  commission  shall  award  to  the  claimant  ur  claimants,  or  his 
or  their  lawful  attorney  or  altornies,  for  his  or  their  use,  a  just  and  com- 
plete indemnification: — First,  for  all  costs  of  suit,  and  for  all  losses  and 
damages  which  tlie  claimant  or  claimants  may  have  actually  sustjuned  by 
such  capture  and  detention  ;  that  is  to  say,  in  case  of  total  loss,  tlie  claim- 
ant or  claimants  shall  be  indemnified ;  first,  for  the  ship,  her  tackle,  ap- 
parel, and  stores ;  secondly,  for  all  freight  due  and  payable ;  thirdly,  fur 
the  value  of  the  cargo  of  merchandize,  if  any;  fourthly,  fur  the  slaves  on 
board  at  the  time  ot  detention,  according  to  the  coiuiiutcd  value  of  such 
slaves  at  the  place  of  destination ;  deductius  therefrum  the  usual  &ir 
average  mortality  for  the  unexpired  period  of  tne  regular  voyage ;  deduct- 
ing also  for  all  charges^and  expences  payable  upon  the  sale  of  such  cargoes, 
including  commission  of  sale  when  payable  at  such  port ;  and,  fifthly,  for 
all  other  regular  charges  in  cases  ol  total  loss ;  and  m  all  other  cases  not 
of  total  loss,  the  claimant  or  claimants  shdl  be  indemnified, — ^first,  for  all 
special  damages  and  expences  occasioned  to  the  ship  by  the  detention,  and 
for  loss  of  freight  when  due  or  payable ;  secondly,  a  demurrage  when  due, 
according  to  the  schedule  annexed  to  the  present  article ;  thirdly,  a  daily 
allowance  for  the  subsistence  of  slaves,  of  one  shilling,  or  one  hundred 
and  eighty  reis  for  each  person,  without  distinction  of  sex  or  age,  for  so 
many  days  as  it  shall  appear  to  the  commission  that  the  voyage  lias  been 
or  may  be  delayed  by  reasou  of  such  detention ;  as,  likewise,  uiurthly,  fqr 
any  deterioration  of  cargo  or  slaves ;  fiftlily,  for  any  diminution  in  the 
value  of  the  cargo  or  slaves,  proceeding  from  an  increased  mortality  be- 
yond the  average  amount  of  the  voyage,  or  from  sickness  occasioned  by 
detention ; — this  value  to  be  ascertained  by  tlieir  computed  price  at  the 
place  of  destination,  as  in  the  above  case  of  total  loss;  sixthly,  an  allow- 
ance of  five  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  capital  employed  in  the  purchase 
and  maintenance  of  cargo,  for  the  period  of  delay  occasionea  by  the 
detention ;  and  seventhly,  for  all  premium  of  insurance  on  additional 
risks. 

The  claimant  or  claimants  shall  likewise  be  entitled  to  interest  at  the 
rate  of  five  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  sum  awarded,  until  paid  by  the 
government  to  which  the  capturing  ship  belongs;  the  whole  amount  of 
such  indemnifications  being  calculated  in  the  money  of  the  country  to 
which  the  captured  ship  belongs,  and  to  be  liquidated  at  exchange  current 
at  the  time  of  award,  excepting  the  sum  for  the  subsistence  of  slaves, 
which  shall  be  paid  at  par,  as  above  stipulated. 

The  two  high  contracting  parties  wishing  to  avoid,  as  much  as  possible, 
every  species  of  fraud  in  the  execution  of  the  additional  convention  of  this 
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date,  have  asreed,  that  if  it  should  be  proved  in  a  manner  evident  to  the       No.  IL 
conviction  oF  the  judges  of  the  two  nations,4ind  without  having  recourse    5  Geo.  IV. 
to  the  decision  of  a  commissioner  of  arbitration,  that  the  captor  has  been        c.  1 13. 
led  into  error  by  a  voluntary  and  reprehensible  fault  on  the  part  of  the 
captain  of  the  detained  ship ;  in  that  case  only,  the  detained  ship  shall  not 
have  the  right  of  receiving,  during  the  days  of  her  detention,  the  demurrage 
stipulated  oy  the  present  article.

Article  the  Ninth. — When  the  proprietors  of  a  ship  suspected  of  carry- 
ing on  an  illicit  trade  in  slaves,  released  in  consequence  of  a  sentence  of 
one  of  the  mixed  commissions  (or  in  the  case,  as  above-mentioned,  of  total 
loss,)  shall  claim  indemnification  for  the  loss  of  slaves  which  he  m^iy  have 
suffered,  be  shall  in  no  case  be  entitled  to  claim  fur  more  than  the  num- 
ber of  slaves  which  his  vessel  was  by  the  Poriut^uese  laws  authorized  to 
carry,  which  number  shall  always  be  declared  in  his  passport. 

Article  the  Tenth.— The  mixed  commission  established  in  London  by 
the  article  eleventh  of  the  convention  of  this  date,  shall  iiear  and  deter* 
mine  all  claims  for  Poriuguete  ships  and  cargoes  captured  by  Britith 
cruizers  on  account  of  the  unlawful  trading  in  slaves,  sinc«  the  first  of  June 
one  thousand  ei^ht  hundred  and  fourteen,  till  the  ^period  when  the  con- 
vention of  this  date  is  to  be  in  complete  execution,  awarding  to  them  con- 
formably to  the  article  ninth  of  the  ailditional  convention). of  this  date,  a 
just  and  complete  compensation,  upon  the  basis  laid  down  in^the  preceding 
article,  either  for  total  loss,  or  for  losses  and  damages  sustaiy>ed  by  the 
owners  and  proprietors  of  the  said  ships  and  cargoes.  The  said  jGommis- 
sion  establisned  in  London  shall  be  composed  and  proceed  exactly  upon 
the  same  basis  determined  in  the  articles  one  two  imd  three  of  the  pre- 
sent regulations  for  the  commissions  established  on  the  coast  of  Jfrica 
and  the  Brazils, 

Article  the  Eleventh. — ^It  shall  not  be  permitted  to  any  of  the  com- 
missary judges,  nor  to  die  arbitrators,  nor  to  the  secretary  of  any  of  the 
mixed  commissions,  to  demand  or  receive,  from  any  one  of  the  parties 
concerned  in  the  sentences  which  they  shall  pronounce,  any  emolument, 
under  any  pretext  whatsoever,  for  the  performance  of  the  duties  which  are 
imposed  upon  them  by  the  present  regulation 

Article  the  Twelfth. — ^When  the  parties  interested  shall  imagine  they 
have  cause  to  complain  of  any  evident  injustice  on  the  part  of  the  mixed 
commissions,  they  may  represent  it  to  their  respective  governments,  who 
reserve  to  themselves  the  right  of  mutual  correspondence  for  removing, 
when  they  think  fit,  the  individuals  who  may  compose  these  commissions. 
Article  the  Thirteenth. — In  the  case  of  a  vessel  detained  unjustly,  under 
pretence  of  the  stipulations  of  the  additional  convention  of  this  date,  and  in 
which  the  captor  should  neither  be  authorized  by  the  tenor  of  the  above- 
mentioned  convention,  nor  of  the  instructions  annexed  to  it,  the  government 
to  which  the  detained  vessel  may  belong  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  re- 
paration ;  and  in  such  case,  the  g^ovemment  to  which  the  captor  may  be- 
long binds  itself  to  cause  the  subject  of  complaint  to  be  fully  exammed, 
and  to  inflict  upon  the  captor,  if  he  be  found  to  have  deserved  it,  a 
punishment  proportioned  to  the  transgression  which  may  have  been  com- 
mitted. 

Article  tlie  Fourteenth.— Tlie  two  high  contracting  parties  have  agreed, 
that  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  one  or  more  of  the  commissioners,  judges, 
and  arbitrators,  composing  the  above-mentioned  mixed  commissions,  their 
posts  shall  be  suppUed,  ad  interim^  in  the  following  manner:  on  tlie  part

On  the  part  of  Portugal,  the  vacancies  shall  be  supplied,  in  the  BraxUi, 
by  such  persons  as  the  captain-general  of  the  province  shall  name  for  that 
purpose ;  and,  considering  the  difficulty  which  the  Partwgune  govemmeut 
would  feel,  in  naming  fit  persons  to  fill  the  post,  which  might  become 
vacant  in  the  commission  establislied  in  the  Briiuh  possessions,  it  is  agreed, 
that  in  case  of  the  death  of  the  Portufuete  commissioners,  judge,  or  arbi- 
trators in  those  possessions,  the  remaminj^  individuals  of  the  stbove-men- 
tioned  commission  shall  be  equally  authorized  to  proceed  to  the  judgment 
of  such  slave  ships  as  may  be  brought  before  them,  and  to  tlie  execution 
of  their  sentence.  In  this  case  alone,  however,  the  oarties  interested  shall 
have  the  right  of  appealing  from  the  sentence,  it  they  think  fit,  to  the 
commission  resident  in  the  Brazils;  and  the  government  to  which  the 
captor  shall  belong  shall  be  bound  fully  to  defray  the  indemnification 
which  shall  be  due  to  them,  if  the  appeal  be  judged  in  favour  of  the  daini* 
ants ;  it  being  well  understood,  that  the  ship  and  cargo  shall  remain  dur* 
ing  this  appeal  in  the  place  of  residence  of  the  first  commission  before 
whom  they  may  have  been  conducted. 

The  high  contracting  parties  have  agreed  to  supply,  as  soon  as  possible, 
every  vacancy  that  may  arise  in  the  above-mentioned  commissions,  from 
death  or  any  oiher  contingency.  And  in  case  that  the  vacancy  of  each  of 
the  Portugvese  commissioners  residing  in  the  Briiitk  possessions  be  not 
supplied  at  the  end  of  six  months,  the  vessels  which  are  taken  there  to  be 
judged,  after  the  expiration  of  that  time,  shall  no  longer  have  the  right  of 
appeal  herein-before  stipulated.

Separate  Article. — As  soon  as  the  total  abolition  of  the  slave  trade  lor 
the  subjects  of  the  crown  of  Portugal  shall  have  taken  place,  the  two  high 
contracting  parties  hereby  agree,  by  common  consent,  to  adapt  to  that 
state  of  circumstances,  the  stipulations  of  the  additional  convention  con- 
cluded at  London  the  twenty-eighth  of  July  last;  but  in  default  of  such 
alterations,  the  additional  convention  of  that  date  shall  remain  in  force 
until  the  expiration  of  fifteen  years  from  the  day  on  which  the  general  abo- 
lition of  the  slave  trade  shall  so  take  place  on  the  part  of  the  Porlugueu 
government. 

The  present  separate  article  shall  have  the  same  force  and  validity  as  if 
it  were  mserted,  w<»rd  for  word,  in  the  additional  convention  aforesaid.  It 
shall  be  ratified,  and  the  ratifications  shall  be  exchanged  as  soon  as 
possible.

Declaration,  signed  the  Third  Day  of  April  One  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  nineteen,  touching  Molembo  and  Cabinda,  as  described  in  the  Con- 
vention of  the  Twenty^ighth  July  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seven- 
teen,  bttujeen  His  Majesty  and  His  Most  Faithful  Majesfy, 

Whefeas  a  convention,  having  for  its  object  the  prevention  of  the  illicit 
traffic  in  slaves,  was  concluded  between  bis  Britannic  Majesty  and  his 
most  faithful  Mi^e8ty,and  signed  at  London  on  the  28th  of  Jt^  1817:— 
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And  whereas  bv  theaecond  article  of  that  otmventioiiy  the  traffic  in       No.  II. 
slaves  was  declared  still  to  be  permitted  to  Portugw$e  subjects  only  within     5  Geo.  IV* 
certain  territories  therein  described.  ^   ll« 

And  whereas  the  territories  of  Molembo  and  CMada  are  described  by 
that  article  to  be  on  the  eastern  coast  of  Africa;  and  whereas  this  de- 
scription is  evidently  a  verbal  mistake,  the  said  territories  of  Molembo 
and  Cabmda  lying  in  fact  upon  the  western  and  not  upon  the  eastern 
coast  €if  Afrka. 

It  is  hereby  declared  by  the  undersisned,  that  the  word  **  eastern,''  in 
that  part  of  the  second  article  above  alTuded  to,  shall  be  held  to  be  annuU 
led,  and  the  word  **  western*'  to  stand  in  its  place ;  and  the  latter  part 
of  the  article  in  question  shall  accordingly  be  held  to  run  thus  :-^ 

"  The  territories  of  Molembo  and  Cabinda  upon  the  western  coast  of 
"  Africa f  from  the  fifth  degree  twelve  minutes  tu  the  eighth  degree  south 
•*  latitude." 

It  was  further  agreed  between  the  undersigned,  that  the  present  de^ 
elaration  shall  be  considered  as  an  integral  part  of  the  said  conven- 
tton*

His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  15  1323. 
Jrebndy  and  his  Majesty  the  King  of  the  united  Kingdom  of  Portugal  * 
Brazils,  taidAlgarves,  wishing  to  remove  every  obstacle  to  the  faithful  exe- 
cution of  the  convention  signed  in  London  by  their  respective  plenipoten- 
tiaries on  the  twenty-eighth  of- July  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seven- 
teen, for  the  purpose  of  preventing  their  subjects  from  engaging  in  any 
illicit  traffic  in  slaves,  and  seeing  the  necessity  of  adding,  to  that  intent, 
certain  articles  to  the  said  convention,  have  tor  this  purpose  named  their 
plenipotentiaries ;  that  is  to  say,  his  Majesty  the  King  of  ihe  United  King- 
dom of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  tidward  Michael  Ward  esquire,  his 
Charee  d'Atiaires  at  the  court  of  Lisbon ;  and  his  Majesty  the  King  of 
the  United  Kingdom  of  Portugal,  Brazils,  and  Algarvet,  Joge  Brazilio 
BiOdemaker  knight,  professed  in  the  order  of  Christ,  and  chief  clerk  of  the 
department  of  state  for  foreign  affairs ;  who,  after  having  eiohanged  their 
respective  full  powers,  found  to  be  in  good  and  due  form,  nave  agreed  upon 
the  following  articles :-« 

Article  the  First. — Whereas  it  is  stated  in  the  first  article  of  the  instruc- 
tions intended  for  the  British  and  Portuguese  ships  of  war  employed  to  pre- 
vent the  illicit  traffic  in  slaves,  that  **  ships  on  board  of  which  no  slaves 
**  shall  be  found  intended  for  the  purpose  of  traffic,  shall  not  be  detained 
**  on  any  account  or  pretence  whatever :"  And  whereas  it  has  been  found  by 
experience,  that  vessels  employed  in  the  illegal  traffic  have  put  their  slaves 
momentarily  on  shore,  immediately  prior  to  their  being  visited  by  ships  of 
war,  and  that  such  vessels  have  thus  found  means  to  evade  forfeiture,  and 
have  been  enabled  to  pursue  their  unlawful  course  with  impunity,  con- 
trary to  the  true  object  and  spirit  of  the  convention  of  the  twenty-eighth 
of  Jtt/y  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventeen ;  the  two  high  contract- 
ing parties  therefore  feel  it  necessary  to  declare,  and  it  is  hereby  declared  ^ 
by  them,  that  if  there  shall  be  clear  and  undeniable  proof  that  a  slave 
or  slaves  of  either  sex  has  or  have  been  put  on  board  a  vessel  for  the  pur- 
pose of  ille^  traffic  in  the  particular  voyage  on  which  the  vessel  be

"^  of  Jtt/y  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventeen,  does  not  stipulate  the 

mode  of  supplying  the  absence  of  the  commissioners  occurring  from  any 
other  cause  besides  that  of  death,  which  is  the  only  case  provided  for  by 
the  fourteenth  article  of  the  regulation  for  the  mixed  commissions  annexed 
to  the  said  convention ;  the  two  high  contracting  parties  have  agreed,  that 
in  the  event  of  the  recal,  or  of  the  absence  on  account  of  illness,  or  any 
otlier  unavoidable  cause,  of  any  of  the  commissioners  judges  or  arbitrators

Treaty  with  IN  the  name  of  the  most  Holy  Trinity  :  It  having  been  stated,  in  the 

ifStM  *i8ir    ^^^^  additional  article  of  the  treaty  signed  at  Madrid,  on  the  fifth  day 
sept.  M,  I»i7.  oCJuly  of  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fourteen,  between  his 

Majesty  the  King  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
and  his  Majesty  the  King  of  Spain  and  the  Indies,thB,t  <*  his  Catholic  Ma- 
*'  jesty  concurs,  in  the  fullest  manner,  in  the  sentiments  of  his  Britannie 
**  Majesty,  with  respect  to  the  injustice  and  inhumanity  of  the  trafiBc  in 
"  slaves,  and  promises  to  take  into  consideration,  with  the  deliberation 
**  which  the  state  of  his  possessions  in  America  demands,  the  means  of 
«<  acting  in  conformity  with  those  sentiments ;  and  engages,  moreover, 
"  to  prohibit  his  subjects  from  carrying  on  the  slave  trade,  for  the  purpose 
"  of  supplying  any  islands  or  possessions,  excepting  those  appertaining  to 
"  Spain;  and  to  prevent,  by  effectual  measures  and  regulations,  the  pro- 
''  tection  of  the  Spanish  flag  bein^  given  to  foreigners  who  may  engage  in 
**  this  traffic,  whether  sutjects  of  his  B/i/ciniiic  Majesty,  or  any  other  state 
"  or  power." ' 

And  his  Catholic  Majesty,  conformably  to  the  spirit  of  this  article,  and 
to  the  principles  of  humanity  with  which  he  is  animated,  having  never 
lost  sight  of  an  object  so  interesting  to  him,  and  being  desirous  of  hasten- 
ing the  moment  of  its  attainment,  has  resolved  to  co-operate  with  his 
Britannic  Majesty  in  the  cause  of  humanity,  by  adopting,  m  concert  with 
his  said  Majesty,  efficacious  means  for  bringing  about  the  abolition  of  the 
slave  trade,  for  effectually  suppressing  illicit  traffic  in  slaves  on  the  part  of 
their  respective  subjects,  and  tor  preventing  Spanish  ships  trading  in  slaves 
conformably  to  law  and  to  treaty  from  being  molested  or  subjected  to  losses 
from  British  cruizcrs.  The  two  high  contracting  parties  have  accordingly 
named  as  their  plenipotentiaries,  viz.—

Article  the  First. — His  Catholic  Majesty  engages,  that  the  slave  trade 
shall  be  abohshed  throughout  the  entire  dominions  of  Spain  on  the 
thirtieth  day  of  May  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty,  and  that 
from  and  atter  that  periu<l  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  of  the  subjects  of 
the  crown  of  ^in  to  purchase  slaves  or  to  carry  on  the  slave  trade  on 
any  part  of  the  coast  of  Africa,  upon  any  pretext*  or  in  any  manner  what- 
ever ;  provided,  however,  that  a  term  of  five  months  from  the  said  date  of 
the  thirtieth  of  May  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty,  shall  be  al- 
lowed for  completing  the  voyages  of  vessels  which  shall  luvc  cleared  out 
lawfully  previously  to  the  said  thirtieth  of  May, 

Article  the  Second. — It  is  hereby  agreed,  that  from  and  after  the  ex- 
change of  the  ratifications  of  the  present  treaty,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for 
any  of  the  subjects  of  the  crown  of  Spain  to  purchase  slaves,  or  to  carry 
ou  the  slave  trade  on  any  part  of  the  coast  ot  Africa  to  the  north  of  the 
equator,  upon  any  pretext  or  in  any  manner  wtiatever;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  a  term  ofsix  months,  from  the  date  of  the  exchange  of  the  rati- 
fications of  this  treaty,  shall  be  allowed  for  compleiing|  the  voyages  of 
vessels  which  shall  have  cleared  out  from  Spanish  ports  fur  the  said  coast 
previously  to  the  exchange  of  the  said  ratifications. 

Article  the  Third. — Uis  Britannic  Majesty  eneazes  to  pay,  in  Londim, 
on  the  twentieth  of  February  one  thousand  ei^bt  hundred  and  eighteen, 
the  sum  of  fuur  hundred  thousand  pounds  sterling,  to  such  persons  as  his 
Catholic  Majesty  shall  ap|K>int  to  receive  the  same. 

Article  the  Fourth. — The  said  sum  of  four  hundred  thousand  pounds 
sterling  is  to  be  considered  as  a  full  compensation  fur  all  losses  sustained 
by  the  subjects  of  his  Catholic  Majesty  engaged  in  this  traffic,  on  account 
of  vessels  captured  previously  to  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the 
present  trea^,  as  also  for  the  losses  which  are  a  necessary  consequence  of 
the  abolition  of  the  said  traffic. 

Article  the  Fifih.— One  of  the  objects  of  this  treaty,  on  the  part  of  the 
two  ^vemments,  beine  mutually  to  prevent  their  respective  subjects  from 
carrying  on  an  illicit  slave  trade ; 

The  two  high  contracting  parties  declare,  that  they  consider  as  illicit 
any  traffic  in  slaves  carried  on  under  the  following  circumstances : 

1st.  Either  by  British  ships,  and  under  the  British  flag,  or  for 
the  account  of  British  subjects,  by  any  vessel  or  under  any  nag  what* 
soever. 

2d.  By  Spanish  ships,  upon  any  part  of  the  coast  of  Africa  north 
of  the  equator,  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  present  treaty ; 
provided,  however,  that  six  months  shall  be  allowed  for  completing  the 
voyages  of  vessels,  conformably  to  the  tenor  of  the  second  article  of  this 
treaty. 

3d.  Either  by  Spanish  ships,  and  under  the  Spanish  flag,  or  for  the 
account  of  Spanish  su^ects  by  any  vessel  or  under  any  flag  whatsoever, 
after  the  thirtieth  of  Aiay  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty,  when 
the  traffic- in  slaves,  on  the  part  of  Spain,  is  to  cease  entirely:  Provided 
always,  that  five  months  shall  be  allowed  for  the  completion  of  voyages 
commenced  in  due  time,  conformably  to  the  first  article  of  this  treiity. 

4th.  Under  the  British  or  Spanish  flag  for  the  account  of  the  subjecU 
of  any  other  government. 

5th.  By  ^nish  vessels  bound  for  any  port  not  m  the  dominions  of  his 
Catholic  Majesty. 
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No.  11.  Article  the  Sixth.^— His  Catholic  MaiesQr  will  tdopt,^  in  conformity  to 

6  Geo.  IV.    ^  spint  ^^  ^^>*  treaty,  the  measures  which  are  best  calculated  to  give  fiill 
C.  113*  '    and  complete  effect  to  the  laudable  objects  which  the  high  contracting 
parties  have  in  view. 

Article  the  Seventh. — Every  Spanish  vessel  which  shall  be  destined  for 
the  sUve  trade,  in  any  part  of  the  coast  of  Africa  where  this  traffic  still 
anitinues  to  be  lawful,  must  be  provided  with  a  royal  passport,  conform- 
able to  the  model  annexe<i  to  the  present  treaty,  and  which  model  forms 
an  integral  {Mirt  of  the  same.  This  passport  must  be  written  in  the  Spanisk 
language,  with  an  authentic  translation  in  Englisk  annexed  thereto ;  and 
it  must  be  si^ed  by  his  Catholic  Majesty,  and  counteR>igned  by  the  mi- 
nister of  marme,  and  also  by  the  principal  naval  authority  of  the  district, 
station,  or  port  from  whence  the  vessel  clears  out,  whether  in  Spaing  or  in 
the  colonial  |iosse<»sions  of  his  Catholic  Majesty. 

Article  the  Eighth. — It  is  to  be  understood  that  this  passport,  for  ren- 
dering lawful  the  voyages  of  slave  ships,  is  required  only  for  the  conti- 
nuation of  the  traffic  to  tlie  south  of  the  line;  those  passports  which  are 
now  issued,  signed  by  the  first  secretary  of  state  of  hi9  Catholic  Majesty, 
and  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  order  of  the  sixteenth  of  Decemb^  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixteen,  remaining  in  full  force  for  all  vessels 
'  which  may  have  cleared  out  for  the  coast  of  Africa,  as  well  to  the  north  as 
to  the  south  of  the  line,  previously  to  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of 
the  present  treaty. 

Article  the  Ninth. — ^The  two  high  contracting  parties,  for  the  more 
complete  attainment  of  the  object  of  preventing  all  illicit  traffic  in  slaves 
on  the  })art  of  their  respective  subjects,  mutually  consent,  that  the  ships  of 
war  of  their  royal  navies  which  shall  be  provided  with  special  instructions 
for  this  purpose,  as  herein-after  mentioned,  may  visit  sucli  merchant  ves- 
sels of  the  two  nations  as  may  be  suspected,  upon  reasonable  grounds,  of 
having  slaves  on  board  acauired  by  an  illicit  traffic,  and  in  the  event  only 
of  their  findine  slaves  on  uoard  may  detain  and  bring  away  such  vessels, 
in  order  that  they  may  be  brought  to  trial  before  the  tribunals  established 
for  this  purpose,  as  shall  herein-after  be  specified. 

Provided  always,  that  tlie  commanders  of  the  ships  of  war  of  the  two 
royal  navies  who  shall  be  employed  on  this  service  shall  adhere  strictly 
to  the  exact  tenor  of  the  instructions  which  they  shall  receive  for  this 
purpose. 

As  this  article  is  entirely  redprocal,  the  two  high  contracting  parties 
engage  mutually  to  make  good  any  losses  which  their  respective  subjects 
may  mcur  unjustly,  by  the  arbitrary  and  illegal  detention  of  their  vessels. 

It  being  understood  that  this  indenmity  shall  invariably  be  borae  by  the 
l^overnment  whuse  cruizer  shall  have  been  guilty  of  the  arbitrary  deten- 
tion ;  provided  always,  that  the  visit  and  detention  of  slave  ships  specified 
in  this  article  shall  only  be  effected  by  those  Briiith  or  Spaniih  vessels 
which  may  form  part  of  the  two  royal  navies,  and  by  those  only  of  such 
vessels  which  are  provided  with  the  special  instructions  annexed  to  the 
present  treaty. 

Article  the  Tenth. — ^No  British  or  Spanish  cruizer  shall  detain  any  slave 
ship  not  bavins  slaves  actuallv  on  board ;  and  in  order  to  render  lawful 
the  detention  of  any  ship,  whether  British  or  Spanish,  the  slaves  found  on 
board  of  such  vessel  mtist  have  been  brought  there  for  the  express  puryiose 
of  the  traffic,  and  those  on  board  of  Spanish  ships  must  have  been  taken 
from  that  part  of  the  coast  of  Africa  where  the  slave  trade  is  prohibited, 
conformably  to  the  tenor  of  the  present  treaty. 

Article  the  Eleventh.— All  ships  of  war  of' the  two  nations,  which  shall 
hereafter  be  destined  to  prevent  the  illicit  traffic  in  slaves,  shall  be  fur- 
nished by  their  own  government  with  a  copy  of  the  instructions  annexed 
to  the  present  treaty,  and  which  shall  be  considered  as  an  integral  part 
thereof. 

These  instructions  shall  be  written  in  Spanish'  and  English ,  and  signed 
for  the  vessels  of  each  of  the  two  powers,  by  the  minister  of  their  respec- 
tive marine.

1V« 
however  well  understood,  that  the  said  alterations  cannot  take  place  but        q,  |  13, 
by  common  agreement,  and  by  the  consent  of  the  two  high  contracting     v''j 
parties.  ^ 

Article  the  Twelfth. — In  order  to  bring  to  adjudication,  with  the  least 
delay  and  inconvenience,  the  vessels  which  may  be  detained  for  having 
been  engaged  in  an  illicit  traffic  of  slaves,  there  &hall  be  establisherl,  with- 
in the  space  of  a  year  at  furihest  from  the  exchange  of  the  ratlBcations  of 
the  present  treaty,  two  mixed  commissions,  formed  of  an  eoual  number  of 
individuals  of  the  two  nations,  named  for  this  purpose  by  their  respective 
sovereigns. 

These  commissions  shall  reside,  one  in  a  possession  belonging  to  his 
Britanmc  Majesty,  the  other  within  the  territories  of  his  Catholic  Majesty; 
and  the  two  governments,  ^t  the  period  of  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications 
of  the  present  treaty,  shall  declare,  each  for  its  own  dominions,  in  what 
places  the  commissions  shall  respectively  reside,  each  of  the  two  high  con- 
tracting parties  reserving  to  itself  the  riaht  of  changing  at  its  pleasure  the 
place  of  residence  of  the  commission  held  within  its  own  dominions ;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  one  of  the  two  commissions  shall  always  be  held  uuon 
the  coast  of  Africa^  and  the  other  in  one  of  the  colonial  possessions  or  bis 
Catholic  Miyes^. 

These  commissions  shall  judge  the  causes  submitted  to  them  without 
appeal,  and  according  to  the  reeidation  and  instructions  annexed  to  the 
present  treaty,  of  whicn  they  shall  be  considered  as  an  integral  part. 

Article  the  Thirteenth  — ^Theacts  or  instruments  annexed  to  this  treaty, 
and  which  form  an  integral  part  thereof,  are  as  follow : 

No.  1.  Form  of  passport  for  the  ^jmmH  merchant  ships  destined  for 
the  lawful  traffic  in  slaves. 

No.  9.  Instructions  for  the  ships  of  war  of  both  nations  destined  to 
prevent  the  illicit  traffic  in  slaves. 

Hq*  S.  Regulation  for  the  mixed  commissions  which  are  to  hold  their 
sittings  on  the  coast  of  AJriea^  and  in  one  of  the  oulonial  possessions  of 
his  Catholic  Miyesty. 

Article  the  Fourteenth.— The  present  treaty,  consisting  of  fourteen  arti* 
des,  shall  be  ratified,  and  the  ratifications  exchanged  at  Madrid^  within 
the  space  of  two  months  from  this  date,  or  sooner  if  possible. 

In  witness  whereof  the  respective  plenipotentiaries  nave  signed  the  same, 
and  have  thereunto  affixed  Ine  seal  of  their  arms.

The  said  cap  ain  and  owner  of  tlie  said 

vessel  being  under  an  obligation  to  enter  solely  such  ports  on  the  coast  of 
Africa  as  are  to  the  south  of  the  line,  and  to  return  from  thence  to  any 
of  the  ports  of  my  dominions  where  alone  they  shall  be  permitted  to  land 
the  slaves  whom  they  carry,  after  going  through  the  proper  forms  to  show 
tliat  they  have  in  every  respect  complied  with  the  provisions  of  my  royal 
decree  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred 

and  seventeen,  by  which  the  mode  of  conveying  slaves  from  the  coast  of 
Africa  to  my  colonial  dominions  is  reeulated ;  and  should  they  fail  in 
any  of  these  conditions,  they  shall  be  li^le  to  the  penalties  denounced  by 
the  said  decree  against  those  who  shall  carry  on  the  slave  trade  in  an  illicit 
manner. 

I  therefore  command  all  general  and  other  officers  commanding  my 
squailrons  and  ships,  the  captain-generals  of  the  departments  of  marine, 
the  military  commandants  of  the  provinces  of  the  same,  their  subalterns, 
captains  of  the  ports,  and  all  other  officers  and  persons  belonging  to  the 
navy ;  the  viceroys,  captain-generals  or  commandants  of  kingdoms  and 
provinces ;  the  governors,  mayors,  and  justices  of  the  towns  upon  the  sea 
coast  of  my  dominions  of  Indies;  the  royal  officers  or  judges  of  entries 
therein  establishedi  and  all  others  of  my  subjects  to  whom  it  belongs  or 
may  belong,  nor  to  give  her  any  obstniction  nor  to  occasion  her  any  in- 
convenience or  detention,  but  rather  to  aid  her  and  to  furnish  her  with 
whatever  she  may  want  for  her  regular  navigation ;  and  of  the  vassals  and 
subjects  of  kings,  princes,  and  republics,  in  friendship  and  alliance  with 
me,  of  the  commanders^  governors,  or  chiefs  of  their  provinces,  fortresses, 
squadrons,  and  vessels,  1  require  that  they  likewise  snail  not  impede  her 
in  her  free  navigation,  entry,  departure,  or  detention  in  the  ports  to  which 
by  any  accident  she  may  be  carried,  but  permit  her  to  provide  and  supply 
herself  therein  with  whatever  she  may  be  in  need  of;  for  which  purpose  I

Article  the  First.— Every  British  or  Spanish  ship  of  war  shall,  in  con-  _  ^""^X""*"^ 
formity  with  article  the  ninth  of  the  treaty  of  this  date,  have  a  right  J"*^.^?°°*  , 
to  visit  the  merchant  ships  of  either  of  the  two  powers  actually  engaged  soanSh  SWoi' 
or  suspected  to  be  engaged  in  the  slave  trade ;  and  should  any  slaves  ©f  War. 
be  found  on  board,  according  to  the  tenor  of  the  tenth  article  of  the 
aforesaid  treaty;   and  as  to  what  re^rds  the  Spanish  vessels,  should 
there  be  ^und  to  suspert  that  the  said  slaves  have  been  embarked  on 
a  part  of   the  coast  of  Africa  where  the  traific  is  no  longer  permit- 
ted, conformably  to  the  articles  first  and  second  of  the  treaty  of  this 
date ;  in  these  cases  alone  the  commander  of  the  said  ship  of  war  may 
detain  them;  and  having  detained  them,  he  is  to  brine  them,  as  soon  as 
possible,  for  judgment,  before  that  of  the  two  mixed  commissions  ap 
pointed    by   the  twelfth   article    of  the  treaty   of  this   date   which 
shall  be  the  nearest,  or  which  the  commander  of  the  capturing  ship  shall, 
upon  his  own  responsibility,  think  he  can  soonest  reach  from  tne  spot 
where  the  slave  ship  shall  have  been  detained. 

Ships  on  board  of  which  no  slaves  shall  be  found,  intended  for 
purposes  of  traffic,  shall  not  be  detained  on  any  account  or  pretence 
whatever. 

Negro  servants  or  sailors  that  may  be  found  on  board  the  said  vessels 
cannot,  in  any  case,  be  deemed  a  sufficient  cause  of  detention. 

Article  the  Second. — No  Spanish  merchantman  or  slave  ship  shall  on  anv 
pretence  whatever  be  detained,  which  shall  be  foimd  any  where  near  the  landf, 
or  on  the  high  seas,  south  of  the  equator,  during  the  period  for  which  the 
traffic  is  to  remain  lawful,  according  to  the  stipmations  subsisting  between 
the  hieh  contracting  parties,  unless  after  a  chace  that  shall  have  com- 
menced north  of  the  eauator. 

A  rticle  the  Thi  rd . — Spanish  vessels  furnished  with  a  regular  passport,  hav- 
ing  slaves  on  board,  shipped  at  those  parts  of  the  coast  of  Africa  where  the 
trade  is  permitted  to  Spmush  subjects,  and  which  shall  aflerwards  be  found 
north  or  the  eauator,  shall  not  be  detained  by  the  ships  of  war  of  the  two 
nations,  thoU^n  furnished  with  the  present  instructions,  provided  the  same 
can  account  for  their  course,  either  in  conformity  with  the  practice  of  the 
Spanish  navigation,  by  steering  some  degrees  to  the  northward  in  search  of 
fair  winds,  or  for  other  legitimate  causes,  such  as  the  dangers  of  the  sea, 
duly  proved :  Provided  always,  that  with  r^ard  to  all  slave  ships  detained 
to  the  north  of  the  equator,  after  the  expiration  of  the  term  aUowed,  the 

Sroof  of  the  legality  of  the  voyage  is  to  be  furnished  by  the  vessel  so 
etained.  On  the  other  hand,  with  respect  to  slave  ships  detained  to 
the  south  of  the  equator,  in  conformity  with  the  stipulations  of  the  pre- 
ceding article,  the  proof  of  the  illegality  of  the  voyage  is  to  be  exhibited 
by  the  captor. 

It  IS  in  like  manner  stipulated,  that  the  number  of  slaves  found  on  board 
a  slave  ship  by  the  cruizers,  even  should  the  number  not  agree  with  that 
contained  m  tneir  passports,  shall  not  be  sufficient  reason  to  justify  the 
detention  of  the  ship ;  but  the  captain  and  proprietor  shall  be  denounced 
in  the  Spanish  tribunals,  in  order  to  their  bemg  punished  according  to  the 
laws  of  the  country. 

Article  the  Fourth. — Every  Spamsh  vessel  intended  to  be  employed  in  the 
I^l  traffic  in  slaves,  in  conformity  with  the  principles  laid  down  in  the  treaty 
ofthis  date,  shall  be  commanded  by  a  native  Spaniard;  and  two-thirds,  at 
least,  of  the  crew  shall  likewise  be  Spaniards:  Provided  always,  that  the 
Spanish  or  foreign  constniction  shall  in  nowise  affect  its  nationality,  and 
that  the  negro  sailors  shall  always  be  reckoned  as  Spaniards,  provided  they 
belong,  as  slaves,  to  subjects  of  the  crown  of  Spain^  or  that  they  have  been 
enfranchised  in  the  dominions  of  his  Catholic  Majesty. 

Article  the  Fifth.— Whenever  a  ship  of  war  shall  meet  a  merchantman 
liable  to  be  searched,  it  shall  be  done  in  themostmild  manner,  and  with  every 
attention  which  is  due  between  allied  and  friendly  nations;  and  in  no  case 
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No.  II.       shall  the  seardi  be  made  by  an  officer  holding  a  rank  inferior  to  that  of 
5  Geo.  IV.    lieutenant  in  the  navy  of  Great  Brilain^  or  of  ensign  of  a  ship  of  the  line 
C.  112$.       in  the  SpaiiaA  navy. 

Article  the  Sixth, — ^Tlie7sbips  of  war  which  may  detain  any  slave  ship, 
in  pursuance  of  the  principles  laid  down  in  the  present  instructions  shall 
leave  on  board  all  the  cargo  of  negroes  untouched,  as  well  as  the  captain, 
and  a  part,  at  least,  of  the  crew  of  the  above-mentioned  slave  ship ;  the 
captain  shall  draw  up  in  writing  an  authentic  declaration,  which  shall 
ejioibit  the  state  in  which  he  found  the  detained  ship,  and  the  changes 
which  may  have  taken  place  in  it ;  he  shall  deliver  to  the  captaia  of  the 
slave  ship  a  signed  certificate  of  the  papers  seized  on  board  of  the  said 
vessel,  as  well  as  of  the  number  of  slaves  found  on  board  at  the  moment 
of  detention. 

The  negroes  shall  not  be  disembarked  till  after  the  vessels  which  con* 
tain  them  shall  be  arrived  at  the  place  where  the  legality  of  the  capture  is 
to  be  tried  by  one  oC  the  two  mixed  commissions,  m  order  that,  in  event 
of  their  not  being  adiudged  le^  prise,  the  loss  of  tlie  proprietors  may  be 
more  easily  repaired.  If,  however,  urgent  motives,  deouced  from  the 
length  of  the  voyage,  the  state  of  health  of  the  negfoes,  or  other  causes, 
required  that  they  should  be  disembarked  entirely,  or  in  part,  before  tbo 
vessel  could  arrive  at  the  place  of  residence  of  one  of  the  said  commissions, 
the  commander  of  the  capturing  ship  ini^  take  on  himself  the  lespoasH 
bili^  of  such  disembarkation,  provided  that  the  necessity  be  stated  in  a 
eertifieate  in  proper  form. 

Article  the  Seventh. »No  conveyance  of  slaves  from  one  part  in  the 
Sfaniik  possessions  to  another  shall  take  place,  except  in  ships  provided 
with  passports  from  the  government  on  the  mot,  ad  hoc.

Rtgukiwnt  far  the  Mixed  CommiaioHi,  which  are  to  reside  on  tke  Coasi 
of  Africa,  and  in  a  Colouiul  Poueuian  of  Hie  Catkoiic  Mi^eHy* 

Article  the  First — The  mixed  commissions  to  be  establbhed  by  the  treaty 
of  this  date  upon  the  ooast  of  Africa  and  in  a  colonial  possession  of  his 
Catholic  Majesty,  are  appointed  to  decide  upon  the  legality  of  the  deten- 
tion of  such  slave  vessels  as  the  cruizers  of  both  nations  shall  detain,  in 
pursuance  of  this  same  treaty,  for  carrying  on  an  illicit  commerce  in 
slaves. 

The  above-mentioned  commbsions  shall  judge,  without  appeal,  aoooid* 
ing  to  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  treaty  of  thb  date. 

The  commbsions  shall  give  sentence  as  summarily  as  possible,  and 
they  are  required  to  decide  (as  &r  as  they  shall  find  it  practicable)  within 
the  soace  of  twenty  days,  to  be  dated  from  that  on  which  every  detained 
vessel  shall  have  been  brought  into  the  port  where  they  shall  reside  \  first, 
upon  the  legality  of  the  capture ;  second,  in  the  case  in  which  the  cap* 
tured  vessels  shall  have  been  liberated,  as  to  the  indemnifications  which 
she  is  to  receive. 

And  it  is  hereby  provided,  that  in  all  cases  the  final  sentence  shall  not 
be  delayed  on  account  of  the  absence  of  witnesses,  or  for  want  of  other 
proofs,  beyond  the  period  of  two  months,  except  upon  the  application  of 
any  of  the  parties  interested,  when,  upon  their  givins  satisfactory  securiQr 
to  charge  themselves  with  the  expeoce  and  risks  of  the  delay,  the  com- 
missioners may,  at  their  dbcretion,  grant  an  additional  delay  not  exceed* 
ing  four  months. 

Article  the  Second. — Each  of  the  above-mentioned  mixed  commissions 
which  are  to  reside  on  the  coast  o^  Africa  and  in  a  colonial  possession  of 
his  Catholic  Majesty,  shall  be  composed  in  the  following  manner : 

The  two  high  contracting  parties  shall  each  of  them  name  a  commissary 
judee  and  a  commissioner  of  arbitration,  who  shall  be  authorized  to  hear 
aod  to  decidci  without  appeal,  all  ca^e^  of  capture  of  slavo  vessels  whlch| 
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ia  pursuance  of  the  stipulations  of  the  treaty  of  this  date,  may  be  laid  before       No.  11. 
them.    All  the  essential  parts  of  the  proceedings  carried  on  before  these     5  Geo*  IV* 
mixed  commissions  shall  be  written  down  in  the  le^  language  of  the        q^  1  j3^ 
country  in  which  the  commission  may  reside. 

The  commissary  Judges  and  the  commissioners  of  arbitration  shall  make 
oath,  in  presence  of  the  principal  magistrate  of  the  place  in  which  the  com- 
mission may  reside,  to  judge  fairly  and  faithfully,  to  have  no  preference 
either  for  the  claimants  or  the  captors,  and  to  act  in  all  their  decisions  in 
pursuance  of  the  stipulations  of  tne  treaty  of  this  date. 

There  shall  be  attached  to  each  commission  a  secretary  or  registrar 
appointed  by  the  sovereign  of  the  country  in  which  the  commission  may 
reside,  who  shall  register  all  its  acts,  and  who,  previous  to  his  taking  charge 
of  his  post,  shall  make  oath,  in  presence  of  at  least  one  of  the  commissary 
judges,  to  conduct  himself  with  respect  to  their  authority,  and  to  act  with 
fidelity  in  all  the  affairs  which  may  belong  to  his  charge. 

Article  the  Third. — ^The  form  of  the  process  shall  be  as  follows : 

The  commissaT;y  judges  of  the  two  nations  shall  in  the  first  place  prcH 
ceed  to  the  exammation  of  the  papers  of  the  vessel,  and  to  receive  the 
depositions  on  oath  of  the  captain  and  of  two  or  three  at  least  of  the  prin^- 
cipal  individuals  on  board  of  the  detained  vessel  as  well  as  the  declaration 
on  oath  of  the  captor,  should  it  appear  necessary,  in  order  to  be  able  to 
judge  and  to  pronounce  if  the  said  vessel  has  been  jusUy  detained  or  not, 
according  to  the  stipulations  of  the  treaty  of  this  deite,  and  in  order  tha^ 
according  to  this  judgment,  it  may  be  condemned  or  liberated.  And  in 
the  event  of  tlie  two  commissary  judges  not  agreeing  on  the  sentence  Uiey 
oueht  to  pronounce  whether  as  to  the  legality  of  the  detention,  or  the 
indemnification  to  be  allowed,  or  on  any  other  question  which  mieht  result 
firom  the  stipulations  of  the  treaty  of  this  date,  they  shall  draw  by  lot  the 
name  of  one  of  the  two  commissioners  of  arbitration  who,  after  having 
considered  the  doOiments  of  the  process,  shidl  consult  with  the  above* 
mentioned  commissary  judges  on  the  case  in  question,  and  the  final  sen- 
tence shall  be  pronounced  conformably  to  the  opinion  of  the  majority  of 
the  above-mentioned  commissary  judges  and  of  the  above-mentioned 
commissioner  of  arbitration. 

Article  the  Fourth. — ^As  often  as  the  cargo  of  slaves  found  on  board  of 
a  Spaniih  slave  ship  shall  have  been  embanced'  on  any  point  whatever  of 
the  coast  of  Africa  where  the  slave  trade  continues  to  l>e  lawful,  such  slave 
ship  shall  not  be  detained  on  pretext  that  the  above-mentioned  slaves 
have  been  brought  originally  by  land  from  any  other  part  whatever  of  the 
continent. 

Article  the  Fifth. — In  the  authenticated  declaration  which  the  captor 
shall  make  before  the  commission  as  well  as  in  the  certificate  of  the  papers 
seized,  which  shall  be  delivered  to  the  captain  of  the  captured  vessel  at 
the  time  of  the  detention,  the  above-mendoned  captor  shall  be  bound  to 
declare  his  name,  the  name  of  bis  vessel,  as  weU  as  the  latitude  and  lonei. 
tude  of  the  place  where  the  detention  shall  have  taken  place,  and  ue 
number  of  slaves  found  living  on  board  of  the  slave  ship  at  the  time  of 
the  detention. 

Article  the  Sixth. — As  soon  as  sentence  shall  have  been  passed,  the 
detained  vessel,  if  liberated,  and  what  remains  of  the  car^  shall  be 
restored  to  the  proprietors,  who  may  before  the  same  commission  claim  a 
valuation  of  the  damans  which  they  may  have  a  risht  to  demand ;  the 
captor  himself,  and  in  his  default  hb  government,  shall  remain  responsible 
for  the  above-mentioned  damages. 

The  two  high  contracting  parties  bind  themselves  to  defray,  within  the 
term  of  a  year  from  the  date  of  the  sentence,  the  indemnifications  which 
may  be  granted  b^  the  above-named  commission,  it  being  understood  that 
these  indemnifications  shall  be  at  the  expence  of  the  power  of  which  the 
captor  shall  be  a  subject. 

Article  the  Seventh. — In  case  of  the  condemnation  of  a  vessel  for  an 
unlawful  voyage,  she  shall  be  declared  lawful  prize  as  well  as  her  cargo, 
of  whatever  description  it  may  be,  with  the  exception  of  the  slaves  who 
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No.  II.  may  be  on  board  as  objects  of  commerce;  and  the  said  vessel  as  well  as 
6  Geo.  IV.  ber  cargo  shall  be  sold  by  public  sale  for  the  profit  of  the  two  governments ; 
1 13.  ^^^^  ^  ^^  ^^^  slaves,  they  shall  receive  from  the  mixed  commission  a  cer- 
tificate of  emancipation,  and  shall  be  delivered  over  to  the  government  on 
whose  territory  the  commission  which  shall  have  so  judged  them  shall  be 
established,  to  be  employed  as  servants  or  free  labourers.  Each  of  the 
two  governments  binds  itself  to  guarantee  the  liberty  of  these  individuals 
as  shall  be  respectively  consigned  to  it. 

Article  the  Eighth. — Every  claim  for  compensation  of  losses  occasioned 
to  ships  suspected  of  carrying  on  an  illicit  trade  in  slaves,  not  condemned 
as  lawful  prize  by  the  mixed  commission,  shall  also  be  heard  and  judged 
by  the  above-named  commissions  in  the  form  provided  by  the  third  article 
of  the  present  regulation ;  and  in  all  cases  wherein  restitution  shall  be  so 
decreed  the  commission  shall  award  to  the  claimant  or  claimants  or  his  or 
their  lawful  attorney  or  attomies,  for  his  or  their  use,  a  just  and  complete 
indemnification  for  all  costs  of  suit  and  for  all  losses  and  damages  which 
the  claimant  or  claimants  ma^  have  actually  sustained  by  such  capture 
and  detention ;  that  is  to  say,  m  case  of  total  loss  the  claimant  or  claim- 
ants shall  be  indemnified — first,  for  the  ship,  her  tackle,  apparel,  and 
stores ;  secondly,  for  all  freight  due  and  payable ;  thirdly,  for  the  value  of 
the  cargo  of  merchandize,  if  any ;  fourthly,  for  the  slaves  on  board  at  the 
time  of  detention,  according  to  the  computed  value  of  such  slaves  at  the 

I»lace  of  destination,  deducting  therefrom  the  usual  fair  average  morta- 
lly for  the  unexpired  period  of  the  regular  voyage ;  deducting  also  for  all 
charges  and  expences  payable  upon  the  sale  uf  such  cargoes,  including 
commission  of  sale ;  and  fifthly,  tor  all  other  regular  charges  in  such  cases 
of  total  loss :  And  in  all  other  cases  not  of  total  loss,  the  claimant  or 
claimants  shall  be  indemnified— first,  from  all  special  damages  and  ex- 
pences occasioned  to  the  ship  by  the  detention  and  for  loss  of  freight  when 
due  or  payable ;  secondly,  a  demurrage  when  due  according  to  the  sche- 
dule annexed  to  the  present  article;  thirdly,  a  daily  allowance  for  the 
subsistence  of  slaves,  of  one  shilling  or  four  reals  and  half  de  vor  for  each 
person  without  distinction  of  sex  or.age,  for  so  many  days  as  it  shall  ap- 
pear to  the  commission  that  the  voyage  has  been  or  may  be  delayed  by 
reason  of  such  detention;  as  likewise,  fourthly,  for  any  deterioration  of 
cargo  or  slaves ;  fifthly,  for  any  diminution  in  the  value  of  die  cargo  of 
slaves,  proceeding  from  an  increased  mortality  beyond  the  average  amount 
of  the  voyage  or  from  sickness  occasioned  bv  detention  ;  this  value  to  be 
ascertained  by  their  computed  price  at  the  place  of  destination,  as  in  the 
above  case  of  total  loss ;  sixthly,  an  allowance  of  five  per  cent,  on  the 
amount  of  the  capital  employed  in  the  purchase  and  maintenance  of  cargo 
for  the  period  of  delay  occasioned  by  the  detention ;  and  seventhly,  for  all 
premium  of  insurance  on  additional  risks. 

The  claimant  or  claimants  shall  likewise  be  entitled  to  interest  at  the 
rate  of  five  jxr  cent,  per  annum  on  the  sum  awarded,  until  paid  by  govern- 
ment to  which  the  capturing  ship  belongs ;  the  whole  amount  of  such 
indemnification  being  calculated  in  the  money  of  the  country  to  which  the 
captured  ship  belongs,  and  to  be  liquidated  at  the  exchange  current  at  the 
time  of  award,  excepting  the  sum  for  the  subsistence  of  slaves,  which  shall 
be  par,  as  above  stipulated. 

The  two  high  contracting  parties  wishing  to  avoid  as  much  as  possible 
every  species  of  fraud  in  the  execution  of  the  treaty  of  this  date,  have 
agreed,  that  if  it  should  be  proved  in  a  manner  evident  to  the  conviction 
of  the  commissary  judges  ot  the  two  nations,  and  without  having  recourse 
to  the  decision  of  a  commissioner  of  arbitration,  that  the  captor  has  been 
led  into  error  by  a  voluntary  and  reprehensible  fault  on  the  part  of  the 
captain  of  the  detained  ship ;  in  that  case  only  the  detained  ship  shall  not 
have  the  right  of  receiving,  during  the  days  of  her  detention,  the  demur- 
rage stipulated  by  the  present  article. 
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300 
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and  so  in  proportion. 

Article  the  Ninth. — When  the  proprietor  of  a  ship  suspected  of  carry- 
ing on  an  illicit  trade  in  slaves,  released  in  consequence  of  a  sentence  of 
one  of  the  mixed  commissions  (or  in  the  case,  as  above  mentioned,  of 
total  loss^,  shall  claim  indemnification  for  the  loss  of  slaves  which  he  may 
have  sufiered,  lie  shall  in  no  case  be  entitled  to  claim  for  more  than  the 
number  of  slaves  which  his  vessel  by  the  Spanish  laws  was  authorized  to 
carry,  which  number  shall  always  be  stated  in  his  passport. 

Article  the  Tenth. — Neither  the  judges  nor  tne  arbitrators,  nor  the 
secretary  of  the  mixed  commissions  shall  be  permitted  to  demand  or 
receive  from  any  of  the  parties  concerned  in  the  sentences  which  they 
shall  pronounce,  any  emolument,  under  any  pretext  whatsoever,  for  the 
performance  of  the  duties  which  are  imposed  upon  them  by  the  present 
regulation. 

Article  the  Eleventh.— When  the  parties  interested  shall  imagine  they 
have  cause  to  complain  of  any  evident  injustice  on  the  part  of  the  mixed 
commissions  they  may  represent  it  to  their  respective  governments,  who 
reserve  to  themselves  the  right  of  mutual  correspondence  for  the  purpose 
of  removing,  when  they  think  fit,  the  individuals  who  may  compose  these 
commissions. 

Article  the  Twelfth.---In  case  of  a  vessel  being  improperlv  detained, 
under  pretence  of  the  stipulations  of  the  treaty  of  this  date,  and  the  captor 
not  bemg  enabled  to  justify  himself  either  by  the  tenor  of  the  said  treaty 
or  of  the  instructions  annexed  to  it,  the  government  to  which  the  detained 
vessel  may  belong  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  reparation ;  and  in  such 
case  the  government  to  which  the  captor  may  belong  binds  itself  to 
cause  inquiry  to  be  made  into  the  subject  of  the  complaint,  and  to  inflict 
upon  the  captor,  if  he  be  found  to  have  deserved  it,  a  punishment  propor« 
tioned  to  the  transgression  which  mav  have  been  committed. 

Article  the  Thirteenth. — ^The  two  high  contracting  parties  have  agreed 
that  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  one  or  more  of  the  commissary  judges  or 
the  commissioners  of  arbitration  composing  the  above-mentioned  mixed 
commissions,  their  posts  shall  be  supplied,  ad"  interim,  in  the  following 
manner : 

On  the  part  of  the  British  government,  the  vacancies  shall  be  filled  suc- 
cessively in  the  commission  which  shall  sit  within  the  possessions  of  his 
Britannic  Majesty,  by  the  governor  or  lieutenant  governor  resident  in  that 
colony,  by  the  principal  magistrate  of  the  same,  and  by  the  secretary ;  and 
in  that  which  shall  sit  within  the  possessions  of  his  Catholic  Majesty,  it 
is  agreed,  that,  in  case  of  the  death  of  the  Bri/aA  judge  or  arbitrator  there, 
the  remaining  individuals  of  the  said  commission  shall  proceed  equally  to 
the  judgment  of  such  slave  ships  as  ma^  be  brought  before  them,  and  to 
the  execution  of  their  sentence.  In  this  case  alone  however,  the  parties 
interested  shall  have  the  right  of  appealing  from  the  sentence,  if  they 
think  fit,  to  the  commission  resident  upon  the  coast  of  4/'''it'« ;  and  the 
government  to  which  the  capt^ir  shall  belong  shall  be  bound  fully  to  make 
good  the  compensation  whicn  shall  be  due  to  them  in  case  the  appeal  be 
decided  in  favour  of  the  claimants ;  but  the  vessel  and  cargo  shall  remain, 
during  such  appeal,  in  the  place  of  residence  of  the  first  commission  before 
which  they  shall  have  been  carried. 

On  the  i)art  of  Sonin,  the  vacancies  shall  be  supplied,  in  the  possession 
of  his  Catnylic  Majesty,  by  such  persons  of  trust  as  the  principal  autho- 
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rity  of  the  country  shall  appoint ;  and  upon  the  coast  Of  Africa^  in  case  of 
the  death  of  any  Spanish  judge  or  arbitrator,  the  commission  shall  proceed 
to  judgment  in  the  same  manner  as  above  specified  for  the  commission 
resident  in  the  possessions  of  his  Cadiolic  Majesty,  in  the  event  of  the 
death  of  the  BrUith  judge  or  arbitrator ;  an  appeal  being,  in  this  case 
likewise,  allowed  to  ^e  commission  resident  in  the  possession  of  his 
Catholic  Majesty ;  and  in  general,  all  the  provisions  of  tlie  former  case 
being  to  be  applied  to  the  present 

The  high  contracting  paurties  have  aereed  to  supply,  as  soon  as  possible, 
the  vacancies  that  may  arise  in  the  above-mentioned  commissions,  from 
death  or  any  other  cause ;  and  in  case  that  the  vacancy  of  any  of  the 
Spanish  commissioners  in  the  British  possessions,  or  of  the  Briiish  com- 
missions in  the  SjmimA  possessions,  be  not  supplied  at  the  end  of  the  term 
of  seven  months  for  America,  and  of  twelve  for  Africa^  the  vessels  which 
shall  be  brought  to  the  said  possessions  respectively,  shall  cease  to  have 
the  right  of  appeal  above  stipulated.

Explanatory  Article  to  the  Treaty  between  His  Majesty  the  King  of  the 
united  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  and  His  Mafesty  the 
King  of  the  Spains,  concluded  and  signed  at  Madrid,  September  the 
Twenty^third  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventeen. 

Whereas  it  is  stated  in  Article  I.  of  the  "  Instructions  intended  for 
British  and  Spanish  ships  of  war  employed  to  prevent  the  illicit  Traffic  in 
Slaves,"  that "  ships  on  board  of  which  no  slaves  shall  be  found,  intended 
for  purposes  of  traffic,  shall  not  be  detsuned  on  any  account  or  pretence 
whatever  :*'  And  whereas  it  has  been  found  by  experience,  that  vessels 
employed  in  the  illegal  traffic  have  put  their  slaves  momentarily  on  shore, 
immecliately  prior  to  their  being  visited  by  ships  of  war,  and  that  such 
▼essels  have  tnus  found  means  to  evade  forfeiture,  and  have  been  enabled 
to  pursue  their  unlawful  course  with  impunity,  contrary  to  the  true  object 
ana  spirit  of  the  treaty  above  mentioned : 

The  high  contracting  parties  therefore  feel  it  necessary  to  declare,  and 
it  is  hereby  declared  by  tliem,  that  if  there  shall  be  clear  and  undeniable 
proof  that  a  slave  or  slaves  has  or  have  been  put  on  board  a  vessel,  for  the 

Eurpose  of  illegal  traffic,  in  the  particular  voyage  on  which  the  vessel  shall 
e  captured,  then,  and  on  that  account,  according  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  the  stipulations  of  the  treaty,  such  vessel  shall.be  detained  by 
the  cruizers,  and  finally  condemned  by  the  commissioners.' 

This  explanatory  article  shall  have  the  same  fibrce  and  effect  as  if  it 
were  inserted  word  for  word  in  the  said  treaty,  and  shall  be  held  to  form 
part  of  the  same. 

In  witness  whereof  the  undersigned,  furnished  with  full  powers  to  tliat 
effect,  have  hereunto  signed  their  names,  and  affixed  their  seals.

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the  said  treaty,  their  posts  shall  be  supplied  in  Uie  same  manner  in  whieh       Ko.  II. 
by  the  fourteenth  article  of  the  regulations  for  the  mixed  commiteion,  those     5  Cko.  IV. 
vacancies  in  the  commission  are  to  be  supplied  which  may  occur  by  the        q^  h^ 
death  of  one  or  more  of  the  commissioners  aforesaid. 

This  article  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  it  had  been  in- 
serted word  for  word  in  the  above-mentioned  treaty^  and  shall  be  held  to 
form  part  of  the  same.

— The  laws  of  tlie  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britaia 

and  Ireland  rendering  it  already  highly  penal  for  the  subjects  of  his  Bri- 

tarmic  Majesty  to  carry  on,  or  to  be  m  any  way  engaged  in  trade  in  slaves, 

his  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Netherlands^  referring  to  the  eighth  article  of 

the  convention  entered  into  with  his  Britannic  Majesty  on  the  thirteenth 

Aug^st  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fourteen,  engages  in  pursuance 

thereof,  and  within  eight  months  from  the  ratification  of  these  presents,  or 

sooner  if  possible,  to  prohibit  all  his  subjects,  in  the  most  effectual  manner, 

and  especially  by  penal  law  the  most  formal,  to  take  any  part  whatever  in 

the  trade  of  slaves :  and  in  the  event  of  the  measures  already  taken  by 

the  British  government,  and  to  be  taken  by  that  of  the  Netherlands^  being 

found  ineffectual  or  insufficient,  the  high  contracting  parties  mutually 

engage  to  adopt  such  further  measures,  whether  by  legal  provision  or 

otherwise,  as  may  from  time  to  time  appear  to  be  best  calculated  in  the 

most  effectual  manner  to  prevent  all  their  respective  subjects  from  taking 

any  share  whatever  in  this  nefarious  traffic. 

Article  the  Second.— The  two  high  contracting  parties,  for  the  more 
complete  attainment  of  the  object  of  preventing  all  traffic  in  slaves  on  the 
part  of  their  respective  subjects,  mutually  consent  that  the  ships  of  their 
royal  navies,  which  shall  be  provided  with  special  instructions  for  this 
purpose,  as  herein-after  mentioned,  may  visit  such  merchant  vessels  of 
the  two  nations  as  may  be  suspected  upon  reasonable  grounds  of  having 
slaves  on  board  for  an  illicit  traffic ;  ana  in  the  event  only  of  their  finding 
such  slaves  on  board,  may  detain  and  bring  away  such  vessels,  in  order 
that  they  may  be  brought  to  trial  before  the  tribunals  established  for  this 
purpose,  as  shall  herein-after  be  specified. 

Article  the  Third. — In  the  intention  of  explaining  the  mode  of  execu- 
tion of  the  preceding  article,  it  is  agreed, 

1st.  That  such  reciprocal  right  of  visit  and  detention  shall  not  be  ex- 
ercised within  the  Mediterranean  sea,  or  within  the  seas  in  Europe  lying 
without  the  Straits  of  Gibraltar^  and  which  lie  to  the  north wani  of  the 
thirtv-seventh  parallel  of  north  latitude,  and  also  within  and  to  the  east- 
ward,  of  the  meridian  of  longitude  twenty  degrees  west  of  Greenmeh. 

9d.  That  tlie  names  of  the  several  vessels  furnished  with  such  instruc- 
tions, the  force  of  each  and  the  names  of  their  several  commanders,  shall 
be  from  time  to  time,  immediately  upon  their  issue,  communicated  by  the 
power  issuing  the  same  to  the  other  nieh  contracting  part^. 
.  Sd.  That  uie  number  of  ships  of  eacn  of  the  roytu  navies  authorized  to 
make  such  visits  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  exceed  the  number  of  twelve  be- 
longing to  either  of  the  high' contracting  parties,  without  the  special  con- 
sent ot  the  other  high  contracting  party  being  first  had  and  obtained. 

4th.  That  if  at  any  time  it  should  be  deemed  expedient  that  any  ship  of  the 
royal  navy  of  either  of  the  two  high  contracting  parties,  authorized  to  make 
such  visits  as  aforesaid,  should  proceed  to  visit  any  merdbant  ship  or  ships 
under  the  flag,  and  proceeding  under  the  convoy  of  any  vessel  or  vessels 
of  the  royal  navy  of  the  other  "high  contracting  party,  that  the  command* 
ing  officer  of  the  ship,  duly  authorized  and  instructed  to  make  such  visit, 
shall  proceed  to  effect  the  same  in  communication  with  the  commanding 
officer  of  the  convoy,  who  it  is  hereby  agreed  shall  give  every  facility  to 
such  visit,  and  to  the  eventual  detainer  of  the  merchant  ship  or  ships  so 
visited,  and  in  all  things  assist  to  the  utmost  of  his  power  in  the  due 
execution  of  the  present  convention,  according  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  thereof. 

5th.  It  is  further  mutually  agreed,  that  the  commanders  of  the  ships 
of  the  two  royal  navies,  who  shall  be  eropb)red  on  this  service,  shall  ad- 
here strictly  to  the  exact  tenor  of  the  instructions  which  they  shall  receive 
for  this  purpose. 

Article  tlie  Fourth. — As  the  two  preceding  articles  are  entirely  recipro- 
cal>  the  two  high  contracting  parlies  engage  mutually  to  make  good  any 
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losses  which  their  respective  sutjects  may  iDCur  UDJustly,  by  the  ubitrary       I<^o.  II. 
and  illegal  detention  of  their  vessels ;  it  being  understood  that  this  in-     5  Geo.  IV. 
demnity  shall  invariably  be  borue  by  the  government  whose  cruizer  shall       q^  |X3. 
have  been  giiilty  of  the  arbitrary  detention ;  and  that  the  visit  and  deten- 
tion  of  ships  specified  in  this  article,  shall  only  be  effected  by  those  BrU'uh 
or  Netherland  vessels  which  may  form  part  of  the  two  royal  navies,  and 
by  those  only  of  such  vessels  which  are  provided  with  the  special  instruc- 
tions annexed  to  the  present  treaty,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  thereof. 

Article  the  Fifth. — ^No  BrUish  or  Netherland  cruizer  shall  detain  any 
ship  whatever  not  having  slaves  actually  on  board ;  and  in  order  to  render 
lawful  the  detention  of  any  ship,  whether  Britith  or  Netherlands  the  slaves 
found  on  board  such  vessel  must  have  been  brought  there  for  the  express 
purpose  of  the  traffic. 

Article  the  Sixth. — All  ships  of  the  royal  navies  of  the  two  nations, 
which  shall  hereafter  be  destined  to  prevent  Uie  traffic  in  slaves,  shall  be 
fumbhed  by  their  respective  governments  with  a  copv  of  the  instructions 
annexed  to  the  present  treaty,  and  shall  be  considered  as  an  integral  part 
thereof. 

These  instructions  shall  be  written  in  the  Dutch  and  English  lanpiages, 
and  signed  for  the  vessels  of  each  of  the  two  powers  by  the  minister  of 
their  respective  marine. 

The  two  hijgh  contracting  parties  reserve  the  faculty  of  altering  the  said 
instructions,  m  whole  or  in  part,  according  to  circumstances ;  it  being 
however  well  understood  that  the  said  alterations  cannot  take  place  but 
by  common  agreement,  and  by  the  consent  of  the  two  high  contracting 
parties. 

Article  the  Seventh. — ^In  order  to  bring  to  adjudication,  with  the  least 
delay  and  inconvenience,  the  vessels  which  may  be  detained  for  hav- 
ing^ been  engaged  in  a  traffic  of  slaves,  according  to  the  tenor  of  the  fifth 
article  of  this  treaty,  there  shall  be  established,  within  the  space  of  a  year 
at  furthest  from  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  present  treaty, 
two  mixed  couits  of  justice,  formed  of  an  eaual  number  of  individuals  of 
the  two  nations,  named  for  this  purpose  by  their  respective  sovereigns.    - 

These  courts  shall  reside,  one  in  a  possession  belonging  to  his  BrUatmic 
Majesty,  the  other  within  the  territories  of  his  Majesty  the  King  of  the 
Neiherlandi;  and  the  two  governments,  at  the  period  of  the  exchange  of 
the  ratifications  of  the  present  treaty,  shall  declare,  each  for  its  own 
dominions,  in  what  places  the  courts  shall  respectively  reside.  Each  of 
the  two  high  contracting  parties  reserving  to  itself  the  right  of  changing, 
at  its  pleasure  the  oiaiSe  of  residence  orthe  court  held  within  its  own 
dominions ;  provided,  however,  that  one  of  the  two  courts  shall  always  be 
held  upon  the  coast  of  Afrieo^  and  the  other  in  one  of  the  colonial  posses- 
sions of  his  Msdesty  the  King  of  the  Netherland*, 

The  courts  shall  judge  the  causes  submitted  to  them  according  to  the 
terms  of  the  present  treaty,  without  appeal,  and  according  to  the  regula- 
tions and  instructions  annexed  to  the  present  treaty,  of  which  they  shall 
be  considered  as  an  integral  part. 

Article  the  £i^hth.— Jn  case  the  commanding  officer  of  any  of  the  ships 
of  the  royal  navies  of  Great  Britain  and  of  the  Nelherlandt^  commissioned 
under  the  second  article  of  this  treatv,  shall  deviate  in  any  respect  from 
the  dispositions  of  the  said  treaty,  and  shall  not  be  enabled  to  justify  him- 
self, either  by  the  tenor  of  the  said  treaty,  or  of  die  instructions  annexed 
to  it,  the  government  which  shall  conceive  itself  to  be  wronged  by  such 
conduct  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  reparation ;  and  in  such  case  the 
government  to  which  the  captor  may  belong  binds  itself  to  cause  inquiry 
to  be  made  into  the  subject  of  the  compliint,  and  to  indict  upon  the  cap- 
t6r,  if  he  be  found  to  have  deserved  it,  a  punishment  proportioned  to  the 
transgression  which  may  have  been  committed. 

Article  the  Ninth. — ^'fheactsor  instruments  annexed  to  this  treaty,  and 
which  form  an  intejB;ral  part  thereof,  are  as  follow : 

A*  Instructions  tor  the  ships  of  the  royal  navies  of  both  nations  destined 
to  prevent  the  traffic  in  slaves.

Article  the  Tenth. — ^The  present  treaty,  consisting  of  ten  artides^  shall 
l>e  ratified,  and  the  ratifications  exchanged  within  the  space  of  ooeteenth 
froin  this  date,  or  sooner  if  possible. 

In  witness  \v  hereof  the  respective  plenipotentiaries  have  signed  the 
same,  and  thereunto  affixed  the  seal  of  their  arms.

for  British  and  Instructions  far  the  Ships  of  the  British  and  Netherland  Royal  Nmfies, 

Shi  tmptoyed  to  prevent  the  Traffic  in  Slaves. 

Article  the  First. — Every  ship  of  the  Royal  British  or  Netherland  navy, 
which,  furnished  with  these  instructions,  shall,  in  conformity  with  the 
second  article  of  the  treaty  of  this  date,  have  a  right  to  visit  the  merchant 
ships  of  either  of  the  two  powers  actually  engag^  or  suspected  to  he  en- 
gaged in  the  slave  trade,  may,  except  hi  the  seas  exempted  by  the  third 
article  of  the  said  treaty,  proceed  to  such  visit,  and  should  any  slaves  be 
found  on  board,  brought  there  for  die  express  purposes  of  the  traffic,  the 
commander  of  the  said  ship  of  the  royal  navy  may  detain  them ;  and  hav- 
ing detsdiied  them,  he  b  to  bring  them  as  sooit  as  possible,  for  judgment, 
before  that  of  the  two  mixed  courts  of  justice  appointed  by  the  seventh 
article  of  the  treaty  of  this  date,  which  shall  be  the  nearest,  or  which  the 
commander  of  the  capturing  ship  shadl,  upon  his  own  responsibility,  think 
he  ean  soonest  reacn  from  the  spot  where  idie  ship  shall  have  been 
detained. 

Ships,  on  board  of  which  no  slaves  shall  be  fonnd  intended  for  pur- 
poses of  traffiCi  shidl  not  be  detained  on  any  accotmt  or  pretence  wn^ 
ever. 

Negro  servants  or  sailors  that  may  be  found  on  board  the  said  v^ssek 
cannot  in  any  case  be  deemed  a  sufficient  cause  for  detention. 

Article  the  Second. — Whenever  a  ship  of  tlie  royal  navy,  so  commiv- 
sioned,  shall  meet  a  merchantman  liable  to  be  searched,  it  shall  be  doife 
in  the  mildest  manner,  and  with  every  attention  which  is  due  between -sd- 
lied  and  friendly  nations ;  and  in  no  case  shall  the  search  be  made  by  an 
officer  holding,  a  rank  inferior  to  that  of  lieutenant  in  the  navies  of  &rea/ 
Britain  and  of  the  Netherlands, 

Article  the  Third.^The  ships  of  the  royal  navies  so  oommtssioned, 
which  may  detain  anv  mercheuit  ship,  in  pursuance  of  the  tenor  of  tiie 
present  instructions,  shall  leave  on  board  all  the  cargo,  as  well  as  the  mas- 
ter, and  a  part  at  least  of  the  crew  of  the  above-mentioned  ship ;  the  e^ 
tor  shall  draw  up  In  writing  an  authentic  declaration,  which  snail  exhibit 
the  state  in  which  he  found  the  detained  ship,  and  the  changes  which  may 
have  taken  place  in  it.  He  shall  deliver  to  tne  master  of  the  detained  ship 
'  a  signed  certificate  of  the  |)epers  seized  on  board  the  said  vessels,  tfs 
well  as  of  the  number  of  slaves  found  on  board  at  the  moment  of  de- 
tention. 

The  negroes  shall  not  be  disembarked  till  after  the  vessels  which  contain 
them  shall  be  arrived  at  the  place  where  the  legality  of  the  capture  is  to  be 
tried  by  one  of  the  two  mixed  courts,  in  order  that  in  the  event  of  their 
not  being  adjudged  legal  prize,  the  loss  of  the  proprietors  may  be  more 
easily  repaired.  If,  however,  urgent  motives,  deduced  from  the  leng^ 
of  the  vovage,  the  state  of  health  of  the  negroes,  or  other  causes,  requir- 
ed that  they  should  be  disembarked,  entire^  or  ia  pwrt,  belore.the  vesatl

Article  the  First — ^The  mixed  courts  of  justice  to  be  established  by  the  lands. 

treaty  of  this  date,  upon  the  coast  of  Africa  and  in  a  colonial  ||H>ssession  of 
his  Msyest^  the  King  of  the  Netherlands^  are  appointed  to  decide  upon  the 
legaNty  of  the  detention  'of  such  vessels  as  the  cruizers  of  both  nations 
shall  detain  in  pursuance  of  lliis  same  treaty. 

The  above-mentioned  courts  shall  judge  aefinitivdy  and  without  appeal 
according  to  the  present  treaty. 

The  proceeding  shall  take  place  as  summarily  as  possible ;  the  courts 
are  require  to  decide,  as  far  as  they  shall  find  it  practicable,  within  tbe 
space  of  twenty  days,  to  be  dated  from  that  on  which  every  detained  ves;- 
-sei  shall  have  been  brought  into  the  port  where  they  shall  reside; — first, 
upon  the  legality  of  the  capture ; — secondly,  in  the  cases  in  which  the  cap- 
tured vessel  shall  have  been  liberated,  as  to  the  indemnification  which  the 
said  vessel  is  to  receive. 

And  it  is  hereby  provided,  that  in  all  cases  the  final  sentence  shall  not  be 
delayed,  on  account  of  the  absence  of  witnesses  or  for  want  of  other  proofs, 
beyond  the  period  of  two  months,  except  upon  the  application  of  any  of 
the  parties  mterested,  when,  upon  their  giving  satisfactory  security  to 
charge  themselves  with  tbe  expence  and  risks  of  the  delay,  the  courts 
may  at  their  discretion  grant  an  additional  delay,  not  exceeding  four 
months. 

Article  the  Second. — Each  of  the  above-mentioned  mixed  courts,  which 
are  to  reside  on  the  coast  of  Africa^  and^  in  a  colonial  possession  of  his 
Majesty  the  King  of  the  Netherlands^  siiall  be  composed  in  the  following 
manner : 

The  two  high  contracting  parties  shall  each  of  them  name  a  judge  and 
an  arbitrator,  who  shall  be  authorized  to  hear  and  to  decide,  without  ap- 
peal, all  cases  of  capture  of  vessels  which,  in  pursuance  of  the  stipulations 
of  the  treaty  of  this  date  shall  be  brought  before  them.  All  the  essential 
parts  of  the  procec^dings  carried  on  before  these  mixed  courts  shall  be 
written  down  in  the  legal  language  of  the  country  in  which  the  court  may 
reside. 

The  judges  and  the  arbitrators  shall  make  oath  before  the  principal 
raanstrate  of  the  place  in  which  the  courts  may  reside,  to  judge  fairly  and 
faithfully,  to  have  no  preference  either  for  the  claimants  or  the  captors, 
and  to  act  in  all  their  dedsions  in  pursuance  of  the  stipulations  of  the 
treaty  of  this  date. 

There  shall  be  attached  to  each  court  a  secretary  or  registrar,  appointed 
by  the  sovereign  of  the  country  in  which  the  court  may  reside,  wl^o  shall 
register  all  its  Acts,  and  who,  previous  to  his  taking  charge  of  hts  post, 
shall  make  oath  before  the  court  to  conduct  himself  with  respect  for 
their  authority,  and  to  act  with  fidelity  in  all  the  affdirs  which  may  belong 
to  his  charge. 

Article  the  Third. — The  form  of  the  process  shall  be  as  follows : 

The  judges  of  the  two  nations  shall,  in  the  first  place,  proceed  to  the 
examination  of  the  papers  of  the  vessels,  and  to  receive  the  depositions  of 
the  captain,  and  of  two  or  three  at  least  of  the  principal  individuals  on 
board  of  the  detained  vessel,  as  well  as  the  declaration  on  oath  of  the  cap- 
tor, should  it  appear  necessary,  in  order  to  be  able  to  judge  and  to  pro* 
nounce  whether  the  said  vessel  has  been  justly  detained  or  not,  acctmling 
to  the  stipulations  of  the  present  treaty,  and  in  order  that,  according  to 
this  judgment,  it  may  be  condemned  of  liberated ;  and  in  the  event  of  the 
two  judges  not  agreeing  in  tbe  sentence  they  ought  te  pronouncej  whether 
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No.  II. .  as  to  the  legality  of  the  detention,  or  the  indemnificafion  to  be  allowed,  or 
5  Geo.  IV.  any  other  question  which  roig^t  result  from  the  stipulations  of  the  present 
c.  113.  treaty,  they  shall  draw  bv  lot  the  name  of  one  of  the  two  arbitrators,  who, 
having  considered  the  documents  of  the  process,  shall  consult  with  the 
above-mentioned  judges  on  the  case  in  question,  and  the  final  sentence 
shall  be  pronounced  conformably  to  the  opinion  of  the  majoriQr  of  the 
above-mentioned  judges,  and  of  the  above-mentioned  arbitrator. 

Article  the  Fourth. — In  the  audienticated  declaration,  which  the  captor 
shall  make  before  the  court,  as  well  as  in  the  certificate  of  the  pavers 
seized,  which  shall  be  delivered  to  the  captun  of  the  captured  vessel,  at 
the  time  of  the  detention,  the  above-mentioned  captor  shall  be  bound  to 
declare  his  name,  the  name  of  his  vessel,  as  well  as  the  latitude  and  longi- 
tude of  the  place  where  the  detention  shall  have  .taken  place,  and  the  num^ 
of  slaves  found  on  board  of  the  ship  at  the  lime  of  the  detention. 

Article  the  Fifth.^^As  soon  as  sentence  shall  have  been  pronounced, 
the  detained  vessel,  if  liberated,  and  the  cargo,  in  the  state  in  which  it 
shall  then  be  found,  shall  be  restored  to  the  master  or  the  person  who  re- 
presents him,  who  may,  before  the  same  court,  claim  a  valuation  of  the 
damages  which  they  may  have  a  right  to  demand;  the  captor  himself,  and 
in  his  default,  his  government,  shall  remain  responsible  for  the  above- 
mentioned  damages. 

The  two  high  contracting  parties  bind  themselves  to  pay,  within  the  term 
of  a  year  from  tlie  date  of  the  sentence,  the  cobts  and  damages  which  may 
be  granted  by  the  above-named  court,  it  being  understood  that  these  costs 
and  damages  shall  be  at  the  expenceof  the  power  of  which  the  captor  shall 
be  a  subject. 

Article  the  Sixth. — In  case  of  the  condemnation  of  a  vessel,  she  shall 
be  declared  lawful  prize  as  well  as  her  carjgo,  of  whatever  description  it 
may  be,  with  the  exception  of  the  slaves  who  may  be  on  board  as  olnccts 
of  commerce ;  and  the  said  vessel,  as  well  as  her  cargo,  shall  be  soul  by 
public  sale,  for  the  profit  of  the  two  governments  ;  and  as  to  the  slaves, 
thev  shall  receive  from  the  mixed  court  a  certificate  of  emancipation,  and 
shall  be  delivered  over  to  the  ^vernmcnt  on  whose  territory  the  couit 
which  shall  have  so  judged  them  shall  be  established,  to  be  employed  as 
servants  or  free  labourers. 

Each  of  the  two  governments  binds  itself  to  ^arantee  the  liberty  of  such 
portion  of  these  individuals  as  shall  be  respectively  consigned  to  it. 

Article  the  Seventh. — ^The  mixed  courts  shall  also  take  coenizance  and 
decide  according  to  the  third  article  of  this  regulation,  on  all  claims  for 
compensation,  on  account  of  losses  occasioned  to  vessels  detained  under 
siispiciun  of  having  been  engaged  in  the  slave  trade,  but  which  shall  not 
have  been  condemned  as  legal  prize  by  the  said  courts;  and  in  all  cases 
wherein  restitution  shall  be  decreed,  the  court  shall  award  to  the  claimant 
or  claimants,  his  or  their  lawful  attorney  or  attomies,  fur  his  or  their  use, 
a  just  and  complete  indemnification  for  all  costs  of  suit,  and  for  all  losses 
and  damages  which  the  claimant  or  claimants  may  have  actually  sustained 
bv  such  capture  and  detention;  that  is  to  say,  first,  in  case  of  total  loss  the 
claimant  or  claimants  shall  be  indemnified, 

A,  For  the  ship,  her  tackle,  apparel,  and  stores. 

B,  Fur  all  freights  due  and  payable. 
C  For  the  value  of  the  cargo  of  merchandize,  if  any ;  deducting  for  all 

charges  and  expences  payable  u^ion  the  sale  of  such  cargoes,  including 

commission  of  »ale. 

D.  For  all  other  regular  charges,  in  such  cases  of  total  loss ;  and, 
Secondly,  in  all  other  cases  not  of  total  loss,  the  claimant  or  claimants 

shall  be  indemnified, 

A.  For  all  special  damages  and  expences  occasioned  to  the  ship  by  the 
detention,  and  for  loss  of  freight,  when  due  or  payable. 

B.  A  demurrage  when  due,  according  to  the  sche<iule  anne^^ed  to  the 
present  article. 

C.  For  any  deterioration  of  the  cargo. 
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D.  An  allowance  of  five  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  the  capital  employed        Nq.  II. 
in  the  purchase  of  cargo,  tor  the  period  of  delay  occasioned  by  the  deten-     5  q^q  \y 
Uon;  and,  ,'       ' 

E,  For  all  premium  of  insurance  on  additional  risks.  '        ' 
The  claimant  or  claimants  shall  in  all  cases  be  entitled  to  interest  at  the 

rate  of  five  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  sum  awarded,  until  paid  by  the  go- 
vernment to  which  the  capturing  ship  lielongs ;  the  whole  amount  of  such 
indemnifications  being  calculated  in  the  money  of  the  country  to  which 
the  captured  ship  belongs,  and  to  be  liquidated  at  the  exchange  current  at 
the  time  of  the  award. 

The  two  high  contracting  parties  wishing,  however,  to  avoid  as  much 
as  possible,  every  species  of  fraud  in  the  execution  of  the  treaty  of  this 
date,  have  agreed  that  if  it  should  be  proved  in  a  manner  evident  to  the 
conviction  oT  the  judges  of  the  two  nations,  and  without  having  recourse 
to  the  decision  of  an  arbitrator,  that  the  captor  has  been  led  into  error  by  a 
voluntar^r  and  reprehensible  fault  on  the  part  of  the  captain  of  the  detain- 
ed ship,  in  that  case  only  the  detained  ship  shall  not  have  the  right  of  re- 
ceiving,  during  the  days  of  her  detention,  the  demurrage  stipulated  by  the 
present  article.

Article  the  Eighth. — Neither  the  judges  nor  the  arbitrators,  nor  the  se- 
cretanr  of  the  mixed  court,  shall  be  permitted  to  demand  or  receive,  from 
any  or  the  parties  concerned  in  the  sentences  which  they  shall  pronounce, 
any  emolument,  under  any  pretext  whatsoever,  for  the  performance  of  the 
duties  which  are  imposed  upon  them  by  the  present  regulation. 

Article  the  Ninth. — The  two  hi^h  contracting  parties  have  agreed,  that 
in  the  event  of  the  death  or  legal  impeachment  of  one  or  more  of  the 
judges  or  arbithitors  composing  the  above-mentioned  mixed  courts,  their 
posts  shall  be  supplied,  ad  interim^  in  the  following  manner : 

On  the  part  otthe  Britith  government,  the  vacancies  shall  be  filled  suc- 
cessively in  the  court  which  snail  sit  within  the  possessions  of  his  Britan' 
flic  Majesty,  by  the  eovernor  or  lieutenant  governor  resident  in  that  colo- 
ny; by  the  principal  magistrate  of  the  same,  and  by  tlie  secretary;  and  in 
that  which  snail  sit  witliin  the  possessions  of  his  Majesty  the  Kmg  of  the 
Netkerlandif  it  is  agreed,  that  in  case  of  the  death  of  the  British  judge  or 
arbitrator  there,  the  surviving  individuals  of  the  said  court  shall  proceed 
equally  to  the  judgment  of  such  ships  as  may  be  brought  before  them, 
and  to  the  execution  of  their  sentence. 

On  the  part  of  the  Netherlandf,  the  vacancies  shall  be  supplied,  in  the 
possessions  of  his  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Nether lands^  successively  by 
the  governor  or  lieutenant  governor,  the  principal  magistrate  and  secretary 
of  government ;  and  upon  the  coast  of  Africa^  in  case  of  the  death  of  any 
Neiherland  judge  or  arbitrator,  the  surviving  members  of  the  court  shall 
proceed  to  judgment  in  the  same  manner  as  above  specified  for  the  court 
resident  in  the  possession  of  his  Majesty  the  King  or  the  Netherlamh,  in 
the  event  of  the  death  of  the  British  judge  or  arbitrator. 

The  high  contracting  partieshavc  further  agreed,  that  the  governor  or 
lieutenant  governor  of  the  settlement  wherein  either  of  the  mixed  courts 
shall  sit,  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  arisins  either  of  the  judge  or  arbitrator 
of  the  other  high  contracting  party,  shall  forthwith  give  notice  of  the  same 
to  the  governor  or  lieutenant  governor  of  the  nearest  settlement  of  such 
high  contracting  party,  in  order  that  the  loss  may  be  supplied  at  the  ear-

Articles  explanatory  rf  and  additional  to  the  Treaty  concluded  at  the  Hague^ 
May  the  Fourth  One  thoutand  eight  hundred  and  eighteen,  beitteen  His 
Majesty  the  King  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland^ 
and  His  Mtnesty  the  King  of  the  Netherlandsyfar  the  Prevention  of  the 
Traffic  in  Staves.  Signed  at  Bruxelles^  December  Thirty-first  One  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  md  twenty-two. 

His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  L'c* 
land^  and  his  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Netherlandsy  having  thought  fit'to 
agree  upon  the  following  arrangements,  additional  to  and  explanatory  of 
the  treaty  concluded  between  their  aforesaid  Majesties  at  the  Hague,  on 
the  fourth  of  May  one  thotisand  eight  hundred  and  eighteen,  for  the  pre* 
ventibn  of  the  trade  in  slaves,  have  therefore  named  as  plenipotentiaries^ 
ad  hoc : — 

His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ire 
Itmd,  the  right  honourable  Richard  Earl  of  Ciancarty,  Viscount  Dunb^ 
Baron  Kilamnel,  Baron  Trench  of  Garball^  in  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Irelandf  one  of  his  Majesty's  most  honourable  privy 
council  in  Great  Britain,  and  also  in  Ireland,  member  of  the  committee 
of  tlie  first  fur  the  affairs  of  commerce  and  colonies,  colonel  of  the  regi- 
ment of  militia  of  the  county  of  Gahiay,  vice  admiral  of  the  province  of 
Connaught,  knieht  gr^d  cross  of  the  most  honourable  order  of  the  Bath, 
and  of  Sie  royal  Hanoverian  Guelphic  order,  ambassador  extraordinary  and 
plenipotentiary  of  hissaid  Majesty  to  his  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Nether- 
lands, Grand  Duke  of  Luxembourg ;  and  his  Majesty  the  King  of  the 
Netherlands,  Anne  William  Charles  Baron  de  Nasell  d'Amvsen,  member 
of  the  body  of  nobles  of  the  province  of  Gueldarland,  knignt  grand  cross 
of  the  order  of  the  Belgic  lion,  and  of  that  of  Charles  the  Third,  of  the 
Legion  of  Honour,  and  of  the  royal  Hanoverian  Guelphic  order,  chamber- 
lain and  minister  of  state  holding  the  department  of  foreign  ai&irs;  who 
having  exchanged  their  full  powers,  found  in  good  and  due  form,  have 
agreed  on  the  allowing  explanatory  and  additional  articles : 

Article  tlie  First. — ^Whereas  it  is  stated  in  article  the  first  of"  instruc- 
*'  tions  intended  for  the  British  and  Dutch  ships  of  war  employed  (o  pr> 
"  vent  the  illicit  traffic  in  slaves,''  that ''  ships  on  board  of  wnich  no  slaves 
''  sliaJl  be  found  intended  for  purposes  of  traffic,  shall  not  be  detained  on 
<'  any  account  or  pretence  whatever  :*'  And  whereas  it  has  been  found  by 
experience,  that  vessels  employed  in  the  illegal  traffic  have  unshipped  their 
slaves  immediately  prior  to  their  being  visiicd  by  ships  of  war,  and  that 
such  vessels  have  thus  found  means  to  evade  forfeiture,  and  have  been 
enabled  to  pursue  their  unlawful  course  with  impunity,  contrary  to  the 
true  object  and  spirit  of  the  treaty  above  mentioned. 

The  high  contracting  parties  therefore  feel  it  necessary  to  declare,  and 
it  is  hereby  declared  by  them,  that  if  there  shall  be  clear  and  undeniable 
proof  that  a  slave  or  slaves  has  or  have  been  put  on  board  a  vessel,  for  the 
purpose  of  illegal  traffic,  in  the  particular  voyage  on  which  the  vessel  shall 
be  captured,  then  and  on  that  account,  according  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  the  stipulations  of  the  treaty,  such  vessel  shall  be  detained  by 
the  cruizers,  and  finally  condemned  by  the  commissioners. 

Article  the  Second. — ^I'he  high  contracting  parties  hereby  agree  that, 
in  the  event  of  the  absence,  on  account  of  illness  or  of  any  other  unavoid- 
able cause,  of  one  or  more  of  the  commissioners  judges  and  arbitrators, 
under  the  above-mentioned  treaty,  or  in  the  case i>f  their  absence  in  con-

The  explaoatorv  and  additional  articka  above-mentioned  shall  be  sub-  c  IIS 
mitted  to  the  ratihcation  of  the  respective  sovereigns,  and  shall  have  the 
same  force  and  effect  as  if  they  were  inserted  wordfor  word  in  the  treaty 
bf  the  fourth  of  May  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighteen  above 
mentioned,  and  shafl  be  held  to  form  part  of  the  same. 
.  The  acts  of  ratification  shall  be  exchanged  within  the  space  of  one  month 
from  this  date»  or  sooner,  if  possible.

The  proof  of  these,  or  of  any  one  or  more  of  these  several  indications, 
shall  be  considered  as  primd  facia  evidence  of  her  actual  employment  in 
the  slave  trade,  and  unless  rebutted  by  satisfactory  evidence  upon  the  part 
of  the  master  or  owners,  that,  such  ship  or  vessel  was  otherwise  legally 
employed  at  the  time  of  detention  or  capture,  the  ship  or  vessel  shall 
thereupon  be  condemned  and  declared  lawful  prize.

countenance  or  calling,  such  reasonable  sums  of  money  for  his  or  their 
costs  and  chai^^es,  as  having  regard  to  the  dbtance  of  the  places  is  neces- 
sary to  be  allow^  in  that  behalf,  do  not  appear  according  to  the  tenor  of 
the  said  process,  having  not  a  lawful  and  reasonable  let  or  impediment  to 
the  contrary ;  that  then  the  party  making  defiiult,  to  lose  ana  forfeit  for 
every  such  offence  ten  pounds,  and  to  yidd  such  further  reoompence  to  the 
party  prieved,  as  by  the  discretion  of  the  judge  of  the  court,  out  of  which 
the  said  process  shall  be  awarded,  acoordmg  to  the  loss  and  hindrance  that 
the  party,  which  procured  the  said  process  shall  sustain,  by  reason  of  the 
non-«ppearance  ox  the  said  witness  or  witnesses ;  the  said  several  sums  to 
be  recovered  by  the  party  so  grieved  against  the  offender  or  offenders,  by 
action  of  debt,  bill,  plaint  or  information,  in  any  of  the  Queen's  Majesty  s 
Courts  of  Record,  m  which  no  wager  of  law,  essoin  or  protection  to  be 
allowed. 

XIII.  Provided  always.  That  this  Act,  or  any  thing  thermn  contained, 
shall  not  extend  in  any  wise  to  restrain  the  power  and  authority  given  by 
Act  of  Parliament  made  in  the  time  of  Kiiu^  Henry  the  Seventh,  to  the 
Lord  Chancellor  of  England^  and  others  of  the  King's  council  for  the 
time  being,  to  examine  and  punish  riots,  routs,  heinous  perjuries  and  other 
offences  and  misdemeanings ;  which  Lord  Chancellor  and  other  sithence 
the  making  of  the  said  Act  have  ^ost  commonly  used  to  hear  and  deter- 
mine such  matters  in  the  Court  of  We$tmm*ter  commonly  called  the  Star- 
chamber;  nor  to  restrain  the  power  or  authority  of  the  Lord  President 
and  council  in  the  Marches  of  Wale$,  or  of  the  Lord  President  and  council 
in  the  North,  nor  of  any  other  judge,  having  absolute  power  to  punish  jper- 
jury  before  the  making  of  this  estatute ;  but  that  they  and  every  of  tnem 
shul  and  mav  proceecTin  the  punishment  of  all  offences  heretofore  punish- 
able, in  such  wise  as  they  might  have  done  and  used  to  do  before  the 
making  of  this  Act,  to  all  purposes,  so  that  they  set  not  upon  the  ofiender 
or  offenders  less  punishment  than  is  contained  in  this  Act.  This  Act  to 
continue  unto  the  end  of  the  next  parliament,  5  Coke  99.  made  perpetual 
by  99  £1.  c.

published  upon  each  such  day,  signed  by  the  printer  or  publisher  tnercof, 
in  his  hand-writing,  with  his  name  and  place  of  abode ;  and  the  same  shall 
be  careftilly  kept  by  the  said  commissioners,  or  such  distributor  or  officer 
as  aforesaid,  in  such  manner  as  the  said  commissioners  shall  direct ;  and 
such  printer  or  publisher  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  from  the 
commissioners,  or  such  distributor  or  officer,  the  amount  of  the  retail  pnc» 
of  such  pamphlet  or  paper  so  delivered ;  and  in  every  case  in  which  the 
printer  ^nd  publisher  of  such  pamphlet  or  papev  shall  neglect  to  deliver  one 
such  pamphlet  or  paper  in  the  manner  herein-before  directed,  such  printer 
and  publisher  shall,  tor  every  such  neglect  respectively,  forfeit  and  lose  tfa« 
sum  of  one  hundred  pounds.

X)|^H£REAS  it  is  expedient,  with  a  view  to  improve  the  administratioii 
^  of  justice  in  cnminal  cases  in  Ireland,  to  define  under  what  cir« 
cumstances  persons  may  be  admitted  to  bail  in  cases  of  felony ;  and  to 
make  better  provisions  for  taking  examinations,  informations,  bailments, 
and  reco^izances,  and  returning  the  same  tb  the  proper  tribunals;  and 
to  relax  m  some  instances  the  technical  strictness  of  criminal  proceediogSy 
so  as  to  ensure  the  punishment  of  the  gtdlty  without  depriving  the  accused 
of  any  just  means  of  defence;  and  to  abolish  the  benefit  of  cler^  and 
some  matters  of  form  which  impede  the  due  administration  of  justice; 
and  to  make  better  provisions  for  die  punishment  of  offenders  in  certain 
cases :  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  King's  most  excellent  Majesty,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and 
Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of 
the  same,  That  where  any  person  shall  be  taken  on  a  charge  of  felony,  or 
suspicion  of  felony,  before  one  or  more  justice  or  justicesi  of  the  peace, 
ana  the  charge  shall  be  supported  by  positive  and  credible  evidence  of  the 
fact,  or  by  such  evidence  as  if  not  explained  or  contradicted  shall,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  iustice  or  justices,  raise  a  strong  presumption  of  the  guilt 
of  the  person  charged,  such  person  shall  be  committed  to  prison  by  such 
iustice  or  justices  in  the  manner  herein-after  mentioned ;  but  if  there  shall 
be  only  one  justice  present,  and  the  whole  evidence  given  before  him  shall 
be  such  as  neither  to  raise  a  strong  presumption  of  euilt,  nor  to  warrant 
the  dismissal  of  the  charge,  such  justice  shall  order  the  person  charged  to 
be  detained  in  custody,  and  such  person  shall  be  taken  before  two  iustices 
at  the  least ;  and  where  any  person  so  taken,  or  anv  person  in  the  first 
instance  taken  before  two  iustices  of  the  peace,  shall  be  charged  with 
felony,  or  on  suspicion  of  felony,  and  the  evidence  given  in  support  of  the 
charge  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  such  justices,  not  be  such  as  to  raise  a 
strong  presumption  of  tlie  guilt  of  the  person  charged,  and  to  require  the 
committal  of  such  person,  or  such  evidence  shall  be  adduced  on  behalf  of 
the  person  charged  as  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  such  justices,  weaken  the 
presumption  of  guilt,  but  there  shall,  notwithstandrng,  app^r  to  such 
justices,  in  either  of  such  cases,  to  be  sufficient  ground  for  judicial  enquiiy 
into  the  guilt  of  the  person  charged,  such  person  shall  be  admitted  to  ball 
bv  such  two  justices  in  the  manner  herein-after  mentioned:  Provided 
always,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  require  any 
such  justice  or  justices  to  hear  evidence  on  behalf  of  any  person  so  charged 
as  aforesaid,  unless  it  shall  appear  to  such  justice  or  justices  to  be  meet 
and  conducive  to  the  ends  of  justice  to  hear  the  same.

and  terminer  or  gaol  delivery,  or  other  court  at  which  the  trial  of  such

Lev.  180.  S  Jon.  53.  it  was  ruled  that  depo- 
sitions before  a  coroner  were  evidence,  if  the 
witness  was  dead  or  beyond  sea ;  but  accord- 
ing to  the  report  in  Jou.  it  was  said,  that 
those  taken  before  a  justice  of 'peace  ean  in 
no  case'  be  read.  Vide  1  Kelynge,  55  Har- 
rison's case.

wise adjudged  perpetually  to  the  gallles  of  this  realm ;  and  if  any  rogut  so 
banished  shall  again  return  into  the  realm,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  felony;  which 
felony  shall  be  determined  in  the  coimty  in  which  the  offender  is  appre- 
hended.
